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In th e loops or convolutions of the foot­ 
hills of th e to a s t Range there arc several 
hidden and sheltered valleys, w hich form 
w hat is w idely know n as 
T he V aca D is­ 
tric t.'’ 
T he valleys com prising th is dis­ 
tric t 
are 
L aguinta, 
Vaca, Pleasants, 
Peaceful (ilen and 
th e 
upper P ntali. 
These are on th e eastern slope of th e 
Coast R ange, w hich here rises to an a lti­ 
tude of 600 feet and forms a great pro­ 
tective b arrier against the coast winds. 
Between th is m ountain wall and th e loops 
• Y th e foothills these valleys are nestled 
from all sw eeping winds. 
To favored 
topographical location, th e Vaca district 
owes it exceptional advantages as a h o rti­ 
cultural region, 
l or picturesque beauty 
of 
surroundings, fertility and depth of 
soil, m ildness and equability of clim ate, 
absence of frosts, early m atu rity of pro­ 
ducts w ithout irrigation, and for the won­ 
derful developm ent of fruit and grape- 
growing, the V aca district leads not only 
every other portion of th e Pacific coast, 
hut also any o th er region of th e United 
States. 
T he tru th fu l history of its de­ 
velopm ent reads like a chapter of romance. 
T he w ealth accum ulated by its individual 
fruit-grow ers in a single decade rivals the 
instances of great fortunes m ade by lucky 
m iners in the gold era of th is State. 
T he V aca district has a location, w ith 
reference to th e m arkets of th e State, of 
g reat advantage. 
From San Francisco, 
O akland, A lam eda and B erkeley, having a 
population of 400,000, it is only two hours’ 
ru n by rail, and from Sacram ento, th e 
C apital of th e State, it is only thirty-five 
m iles. 
W ith in a 
radius of sixty m iles 
there are m ore than ">00,000 people, who, 
at certain seasons of th e year, consume the 
early fruits and vegetables of th is district. 


T IIE SCEN ERY 
O f th e various valleys th a t m ake up the 
Vaca district is unsurpassed for varied and 
picturesque beauty. 
On th e west is the 
Coast Range, w ith its rounded domes th a t 
overlook the ocean on th e one side and 
the Sacram ento valley 011 th e other. 
T he 
eastern slope of this range has m any long, 
deep canyons, narrow valleys and warm 
sunny slopes, covered witli oak grow ths 
and carpeted w ith w ild oats, nativ e clovers 
and other indigenous grasses. 


T H E U NV A RYIN G 
EIG H TS A N D SHADOW S 
T h a t play upon th ^ e canyons, valleys and 
slopes, w ith the m any hues and tin ts of 
th e green verdure, present a picture of 
great beauty. 
On th e east are th e low 
foothill ridges, covered w ith tree growths, 
g races and flowers. T hrough these valleys 
run sm all stream s of clear water, bordered 
hv oaks, sycamores, cottonwoods, willows, 
alders, and w hite maples. 
Sw eethriars 
bloom close to th e banks, and the wild 
grapevine hangs its graceful curtains over 
its favored trees. 
W here the plow of the 
horticu ltu rist lias not been on th e h ill­ 
side-, lux u rian t grow ths of wild oats, alter­ 
nately green or gold, according to season, 
wave 
.11 rippling light and shade with 
every breeze. 
Speaking o f this district, 
a w riter •truthfully 
-ay s: 
“ O f these 
v a l le v s , when the 


V E R I)l RE O P T H E EA R L Y SPRIN G 
¡s prodigally gemmed w ith wild blossoms 
of the most brillian t colors, or when the 
rich gold of th eir sum m er fields, islanded 
w ith th e rluuijis of evergreen oaks, is con­ 
trasted w ith th e purple or blue m ountains, 
and th e 
sky 
at m orning or evening 
brightens or fades through tin ts of am ber 
and am ethyst, sometimes th e splendor of 
th e setting sun seems to (icnetrate the 
dark snhstance of the solid hills, and give 
them a transparent glow, as if they yet 
burned with the heat of th eir th ru stin g up. 
“ As th e m orning light comes in the 
spring and sum m er th e trees are vocal with 
linnets, w hile larks sing in th e fields, and 
chanticleer sounds his loud notes. 
As day 
g cs it is pleasant to hear th e birds call­ 
ing to rejKjse, th e w ild doves cooing, th e 
quails fondly signaling th eir mates, the 
owl ¡aiding his solemn note to the vespers 
of th e feathered tribe.” 
T his is a picture 
of th e V aca district as it was liefore th e 
hands of the orehnrdist and vineyardist 
had changed it. 
Its presents

T hose hands have not changed th e great 
m ountains and th eir bright verdure ; they 
iiave not disturbed th e clear stream s that 
flow down from canyon and gorge through 
tj|e sequestered and sheltered valley, nor 
th eir borderiugs of green trees, prim roses 
and vines; hut they have brought flowers 
and fruits from every country and planted 
them in all th e valleys and on th e lower 
hill sloj>es. 
T he vines of all clim es; the 
orange, lem on and citron of th e 
semi- 
tropios; th e pom egranate of th e O rie n t; 
th e date of Asia and Africa, and the 
luscious fruits of th e cool north and the 
warm south have all been brought here, 
and they fill th e valleys and cover th e 
hillsides. 
N o pen o r brush can portray it 
as it is to-day. 
To know its beauties it 
m ust he seen.

W INTERLESS CLIMATE. 


I t 
E c o n o m ic A d v a n t a g e * D e m o n s t r a t e d 
by F a c t s a n d F i g u r e s . 
T he clim ate of th e V aea district is as 
charm ing as th e scenery. 
I t is not only 
a w interless clim ate, hut there are shel­ 
tered nooks in th e range w here there is no 
frost even in December or Jan u ary . 
T he 
constant presence of th e tem pered winds 
a f th e th erm al ocean currents w hich come 


he necessary to explain why California, on 
the same lines of latitude, and even in 
high altitudes, has a w inter less clim ate, 
w hile th e country east of th e .Sierra N e­ 
vada a t all elevations has six m onths 
w inter. 
In th e Pacific ocean off th e coast of N orth 
A m erica there is a great heated current 
th a t has its source in th e torrid zone under 
a burning tropic sun. and after it has swept 
around the earth ’s great circle it washes 
th e whole of our coast.-From these heated 
w aters th e air comes up over the lan d and 
drives w inter high up into the m ountains, 
and gives th e valleys and lower elevations 
over to flowers and sem i-tropical fruits. 
T here is another and more powerful 
cause w hich gives us so exceptional cli­ 
m ate for our latitude. 
Commencing at the 
extrem e western point of the great Alaskan 
peninsula, 1,800 m iles west of th e bay of 
San Francisco, a lofty and continuous 
range of m ountains runs along the coast, 
first alm ost east for several hundred m iles 
and then south by east along the whole 
Pacific shores to M exico. 
T his is clearly 
illustrated by a cut engraved for th e 
R e c o r d - U n io n , accompanying th is article. 
T h is range 


FORM S A G R EA T B A R R IE R , 
W hich deflects all the A rctic air currents 
to th e cast. 
I t is safe to say th at hut for 
this m ountain barrier even the heated river 
in th e ocean, washing the whole length of 
our shores, would he ineffective in expell­ 
ing winter. 
If th e great A rctic winds com­ 
ing over thousands of miles of ice and 
snow could sweep over th e coast there 
would not he an orange or lemon north of 
the M exican boundary, and not even there. 
It is the absence of hy|>erborean winds, 
and th e constant presence o f the tem pered 
winds from the heated ocean current, both 
together, th at gives us a w intcrless cli­ 
mate, w hile our neighbors beyond the 
Sierra N evada are shivering through six- 
m onths of winter. 


PRO O F OF T H E STA TEM EN T. 
T he best proof of th e tru th of this 
theory is found along therailroad where it 
crosses th e m ountain barrier. 
A uburn is 
011 the western side of the Sierra Nevada, 
and Trnckee is 011 t he eastern side, and the 
two 
places 
are 
only 80 
m iles apart. 
Truckee is shut oil from th e influences of 
the tem perate winds from the ocean cu r­ 
rent, and is exposed to th e sw eeping A rctic 
blasts, and th e result is th at the earth is 
deeply frozen, there are great falls of snow, 
and the ice is two feet in thickness. 
A uburn ,011 th e other hand, is completely 
protected from the A rctic winds by the 
great m ountain harrier, and feels the" con­ 
tinued influence of th e tem pered winds 
from th e heated current in the ocean, and 
the result in her ease is th at she has no 
snow, no ice and 110 cold winds. 
( frange, 
lemon and pom egranate trees grow to jk t- 
feetion all around her, and delicate and 
sensitive plants live and bloom in the 
open air all th e w iuter long. 


A T R U E SEM I—TR O PIC C LIM A TE. 
T he year has only two seasons—spring 
and autum n. 
T h e rains brings spring and 
the dry season gives the autum n. 
The 
first showers in October or N ovem ber start 
the vegetation into life again: th e hills 
and m ountain sides become as green in 
th eir spring dress as th e E m erald Isle, 
and the flowers bud and blossom. 
The 
showers continue to Ju n e, altern atin g with 
clear skies and sunlight. 


T H E A V ER A G E R A IN F A L L 
Is above 30 inches, and this precipitation 
takes place between O ctober and June. 
D uring the sum m er and early autum n 
m onths th ere is seldom any rain. 
T he 
tem perature and rainfall are such th at 
there is little loss of tim e. 
Alm ost every 
day o f the year can he used for some pro­ 
ductive outdoor work. 
In this respect 
th ere is a m arked contrast to the countrv 
cast of the .Sierras, 
T here people and 
anim als are shut up by the inclement 
w eather for h alf of the year, and all the 
work w hich can he done is connected w ith 
th e consum ption of th e sum m er's earn­ 
ings. 
In the valleys we are describing, as 
soon as th e autum n showers come the 
plows are set to work preparing for tree 
and vine planting, and th e orchards and 
vineyards are busy scenes of pruning and 
cultivating. 


ECONOMIC OF CLIM A TE. 
T he economic ini|K>rtance of a clim ate 
like th at of the V aca-district is of th e ut 
most im portante to th e intending settler. 
F or th e l>enefit of those who are seeking 
homes we w ill contrast the clim ate of this 
district anil th e clim ate of those States 
and T erritories w hich are eora|>etiiig for 
th e im m igrant. 
H ere ¡11 the Vaca district 
the m ean tem perature of the year i- 60° 
F ahr. 
For th e spring m onths it is .">2.4°; 
for the sum m er m onths, 72.8°; for the au 
tiim n m onths. 61.(5°, and for the w inter, 
53.2°. 
For ten years the highest tem per 
attire shown l>v any therm om eter, w ith ex­ 
posure according to th e rule- of th e S m ith­ 
sonian Institution, has been 100°, and the 
lowest tem perature has W en 24° above 
zero. 
The economic im portance of such tem ­ 
peratures, as stated, is almost beyond calcu­ 
lation. 
It i- a subject that has received 
little attention from the economist-, as 
there are few regions of the earth favored 
with such clim atic conditions. 


CONTRAST W IT H T H E EAST. 


In 
the States cast of the Rocky M ouu 
tains, along and north of flic fortieth p ar­ 
allel of latitude, there are hardlv more 
than tw. nty-six weeks for field work, only 
one-half of tin* year to be used for produc­ 
tion. 
The other halt is lost, so far as pro­ 
ductive labor i- concerned. 
O ne-half of 
th e life of the farm er— the prim e producer 
— is wasted in unproductive winters. 
Not 
only is this the ease, hut the low tem pera­ 
tu re of these regions necessitates a larger 
expenditure there to in-ure life and com­ 
fort during the non-productive half. CostD 
houses and barns are of the tir-t import 
ant. 
T he extra outlay in this item of 
buildings alone is a serious one to those 
who have to labor for all the capital with 
w hich to start in life. 


ECONOMY IN M ATTER O F D IET. 
Food for th e production of anim al heat, 
to counteract th e low temiK-rature, is an­ 
other costly item . 
T he difference in the 
cii-t of a diet m ade up largely of m eat, re­ 
quired by the clim ate of M innesota. W is­ 
consin and M ichigan, where the mean 
tem perature of w inter is 30° or lower, and 
the cost of a diet composed m ainly ol 
fruits and vegetables— sufficient where "the 
mean tem perature never goes lower than 
24“ above zero— will alone amount to a 
large ijereentage of the twenty-six weeks’ 
earnings. 


D IF F E R E N C E IN F U E L AND CLO TH IN G. 
T here is the expense o f warm and costlv 
clothing to he taken into account, which 
will lie no sm all item . 
T here is also the 
added exjiensc of heat-m aking fuel. 
In 
every occupied room 
of 
th e 
E astern 
house blazing fires of coal or wood m ust 
be m aintained from the sum m er's earn­ 
ings. 
T his is the family account only. In 
th e V aca district item s of food, 
fuel, 
clothing and buildings for the fam ily and 
farm stock through the w inter are of 
m inor im portance. 
W ith 
light w inter 
expenses, there are fifty-two weeks for 
field work. 
T he productive life of th e farm er in th e 
\ aca district is twice as long as his brother 
farm er enjoys du th e fortieth parallel east 
of th e continental divide. 
In the light of 
these facts it will be seen th at thoeconom v 
of 
clim ate is of 
prim e 
im portance. 
Thousands of th e farm ers of the Eastern 
States realize th a t th ey are only producing 
¡ d uring o ne-half th e yearj in order to con-

w here there is 110 snow, and w here un­ 
worked stock liv e comfortably outdoors, 
w ill not l>e more th an 60 per cent, of th eir 
cost in th e E astern States, w here th e tem - 
[>crature is so often lielow zero. 
T he cost 
of th e average farm building in the East 
is not less than $2,500. 
O ne-third of th a t 
sum, $884, is saved in this clim ate. 
T he 
interest upon th at am ount is nearly $50 
annually. 
T h e diflerence in th e cost of a fam ily’s 
clothing will am ount to another $50. T he 
extra cost of a m eat diet dem anded in a 
cold clim ate over th at of fruil and veget­ 
ables, sufficient in a wintcrless country, 
will am ount to $25 more. 
In these four 
item s th e V aca district resident is the 
gainer, and th e Eastern resident is a loser 
to th e am ount of $271 annually. 
The e x ­ 
tra w inter expense to a farm er, w ith even 
a sm all stock of cattle, horses and sheep, 
will am ount to an equal sum each year. 
It will Ik? plain to every one that a winter- 
less clim ate will save enough in an average 
w orking lifetim e to m ake a handsom e com­ 
petency for old age. 
T here are 


OTHER CONSIDERATIONS 
W hich are worthy attention. 
T he terrors 
and sufferings incident to a six-m onths’ w in­ 
ter, where zero tem peratures are not un­ 
common year after year through a long 
life, are m atters of great m om ent in m ak­ 
ing a perm anent home. 
T he pleasures of 
a life where flowers bloom in the open air 
th e year around are all worth considering. 
T he influence of m ild clim ates in th e m at­ 
ter of robust health and long and vigorous 
life, will sooner or later engage th e atten ­ 
tion of th e scientist. 
T h at there is not 
the dem and upon the system in producing 
such am ounts of anim al heat is evident, 
and th at th e hum an heat-m aking appara­ 
tus. w ith less lalior, w ill last longer, would 
seem to he equally evident. 
It is well- 
known to the medical faculty of this coast 
th a t people debilitated through long resi­ 
dence in the low tem peratures of high 
latitudes and altitudes have come here, 
a n d in a year or two regained th eir lost 
vigor. 
As tim e advances and experience 
is lengthened hero, undoubtedly stronger 
proofs of these facts will be developed. 
T he A m erican occupation of the coast has 
been long enough, however, to show un­ 
m istakably th at this m ild, w intcrless cli­ 
mate

Strong-lim bed, 
red-blomled, graceful, and as full of happy 
anim al life as a young fawn, they hid fair 
to develop into adm irable types of raau- 
liood and womanhood.” 
T his m uch has been said of the clim ate 
of the V aca district, as it is a subject 
which, in an economic and hygienic j>oint 
of view, lias received little attention from 
w riters. 
From w hat has been said, it 
will appear th a t the producer and worker 
in the orchards and vineyards of the Vaca 
district has twice th e productive tim e in a 
year th a t the laborer has in a w inter cli­ 
mate, and th a t he will have a longer life 
and greater vigor in th a t m ild, equable 
clim ate th an he can have in one of violent 
extrem es between high and low tem pera­ 
tures. 
It is also evident th a t the m ainten­ 
ance of all life is less expensive, and that 
th e same labor w ill afford incom parably 
inoro comforts and luxuries than it i- po>- 
sihlc to have in a w inter country.

C i t r u s a n il D e c tila o u a F r u i t s r a d a l t K in d s 
o f C e r e a l s G r o w n M o s t P r o llf i c a l ly . 
T he soil of th e Vaca district is not only 
warm and fertile, hut is of almost une­ 
qualed depth. 
Everyw here, w hether iu 
th e valleys or on th e hillsides, it is from 
tw elve to tw enty feet to th e first sulisoil. 
T he visitor sees the evidences of the great 
depth of the soil w herever lie goes. 
All 
the stream s have cut through down to the 
sulisoil or bedrock, and almost invariably 
the stream bed* are from twelve to tw enty 
feet lielow th e surface. 
T he rocks of the 
hills and m ountains surrounding .these val­ 
leys are sand and slate, and the soil is a 
m ixture of these two rock form ations, and 
th e decomposed vegetation of th e sur­ 
rounding elevations. 
It is, in fact, a deep, 
rich, sandy loam. 
T here is no doubt that 
a disinterested observer, after traveling 
over the most fertile regions of the world, 
would decide th at th e Vaca district has a 
soil unexcelled by any of them , and un­ 
equaled hv few of them . 


V A R IE D PRODUCTIONS. 
It is -sife to say th at there is no other 
region on earth th at produces a greater 
variety of products than the Vaca district, 
it seem ' to he the home of nearly all the 
productions of th e north, tem perate and 
sem i-tropic zones. 
W heat, barley and rye, 
th at love the cool clim ates of high a lti­ 
tudes and latitudes, do well here. 
The 
m illers of th is coast and Europe for more 
than forty years have sought the w heat of 
these valleys. 
And the brewers have l>een 
ju st as eager to buy the barley. 
T he cool 
nights of this region seem to produce all 
the cool clim ate productions to ]K ?rfection. 
By the side of the fields in w hich these 
cereals arc grown all kinds of 


SEMI-TROPICAL PRODUCTIONS 
F lourish to perfection. 
T he 
orange, 
lemon, olive, citron and pom egranate have 
been produced here for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury, and the qnantity and quality of the 
product is excelled nowhere on earth. 
B ut in th e production of all kinds of de­ 
ciduous fruits th e N aca district excels in 
so m arked a degree. 
T here are no va­ 
rieties of these fruits th at are not grown 
in surprising quantities 
and qualities. 
Apples, peaches, pear-., plums, apricots, 
nectarines, cherries, primes, blackberries, 
raspberries, straw berries, gooselierries and 
currants 
prove 
i-ontinuous 
and 
pro­ 
lific 
I «carers 
of 
all 
these 
fru it'. 
Figs, 
olives and all kinds 
of grapes 
find a congenial 
hom e 
in 
all 
the 
valleys of the Vaca district. 
Every kind 
of grape that grows in Europe a n d ’.Asia or 
on the islands of the seas seem to find here 
a congenial home. 
T he almond, w alnut, 
filbert and chestnut al'o flourishes here

VALLEYS OF THE DISTRICT. 


E n c h a n t i n g L o c a U tie * f o r H o m e s a n d O p ­ 
p o r t u n i t i e s f o r G a in i n g A V caM h. 
The most southern of these gems of 
valleys is L agnnita. 
It is a sm all valley, 
surroundert-oif th e west and north by th e 
Coast Range, and on th e south and ea-t by 
a fold of th e foothills of th at range. 
The 
m aia valley is about five m iles long bv 
two m iles iu length, and is naturally one 
of th e most beautiful spots of the green 
earth . 
From the foot of th e surrounding 
hills a num ber o f springs burst forth and 
the w ater flows down and form* a pretty 
stream th at flows east through a grip in 
the eastern riffi of this little basin. 
All 


th e hills surrounding are covered w ith a 
great variety of tree grow ths. 
The valley 
was once a lieautiful oak park, hut the cul­ 
tivators of th e soil have removed the most 
of these. 
Enough, however, rem ain to 
give it a beautiful ap]iearance. 
From th e m ain valley there are many 
beautiful sheltered nooks in the hills large 
enough to m ake fruit farm s and homes for 
a num ber of families. 
It was in this val­ 
ley th a t the first European settlers of this 
region located. 
In 1841 two Spanish fam­ 
ilies, those of Messrs. 
Vaca and Pana, 
came here from New M exico. 
T hey had 
the authority to locate a large grant of 
land, and from Santa Fe they prospected 
th e whole of the country, stopped one 
w inter in I ms Angeles, hut they found no 
spot so rich and beautiful as Engunita val­ 
ley. 
B E A U T IF U L VACA V A LLEY . 
The next valley north of L agnnita is 
\ aca valley. 
T his is th e largest of the 
valleys composing the Vaca district, being 
nine m iles long, and from two to three 
m iles 
wide. 
Its western 
boundary is 
formed by the high Coast Range, which 
gives com plete protection from th e ocean 
winds. 
< )n the three other sides it is en* 
circlet! by a line of high bluffs or hills. 
T he direction of the valley is north and 
south, and parallel to the Sacram ento val­ 
ley. 
T he slopes ot th e hills on each side 
of the valley present arable land of vari­ 
able w idth, but averaging about a mile. 
T he average w idth of the arable lands, 
valley and foothill, is four miles, w hich 
gives an area of 36 suuarc miles o f land in 
this valley alone. 
T here are two creeks 
th at run alm ost the whole length of Vaca 
valley. 
Alamo creek 
rises in G ates’ 
Canyon, high up on the Coast Range, and 
runs through the western portion ol the 
valley, and breaking through the eastern 
rim of th e basin, is lost in the tules of the 
Sacram ento valley. 
U lattice creek rises at 
the head of 
th e 
valley, and running 
along 
th e 
eastern 
side, through 
the 
town of \ acaville, makes its way through 
the eastern hills to the plains below. 
All 
along the foot of th e hills there is a com­ 
plete system of springs of clear, pure cold 
water, w hich goes to m ake up these two 
streams. 
Along the hanks of thesestream s 
is 
a 
green 
border 
of native 
trees, 
vines and flowering shrill» of great beauty. 
T he surroundings of th is valley are is 
beautiful as any m ountain region aflords. 
To the west th e Const Range rises into 
rounded domes, and along its eastern sides, 
tow ard the dw ellers of th e valley below, 
are presented groves of oak and evergreen 
trees, deep shadowy canyons, high ( lifts, 
and uplifted ridges of rocks of fantastic 
shapes. 
N orth of V aca valley, separated 
only by a low w ater divide, is 


PLEA SA N TS V A L L E Y , 
W hich is six m iles in length, and has a 
w idth varying from one to two miles. 
Its 
surroundings are much the same as those 


ter th e settlem ent of Vaca and I’ana, 
Jo h n W olfskill made a settlem ent 011 l'u - 
tali creek, near w hat is now the town of 
Winters*. lie m ade a m ost beautiful loca­ 
tion near th e foothills, in P u tah valley, 
almost ¡11 th e shadows of the Coast Range. 
A fter the advent of th e swarms of gold- 
seekers there were o th er settlers who came 
in and m ade th e ir hom es in these valleys. 
Am ong th e earliest of these settlers, after 
Mr. 
W olfskill, were Mason W ilson, R. 
M iller and 1. M. Pleasants, who settled in 
V aca and Pleasants valleys in 1850 and 
1851, and in the years th at followed to 
1860 there were m any m ore A m ericans 
who cam e to those valleys, saw th eir 


WONDROUS BEA U TY A ND F E R T IL IT Y , 
And m ade them selves homes ¡11 which to 
live and die. 
These additions to th e set­ 
tlem ent in these valleys went on slowly 
but surely, till late in th e ’60s, when the 
m erits of th e soil, clim ate and location for 
fruit-grow ing were to some extent appre­ 
ciated, and then the accretion of popula­ 
tion and th e developm ent of th e resources 
were rapid. It was not till w ithin th e past 
two years, however, th at there was any­ 
thing like a ju st appreciation of the pecu­ 
liar advantages enjoyed by the V aeadistriet. 


SOME 
LEADING 
FEATURES. 


N o N e e d o f I r r i g a t i o n , a n i l E x t r e m e l y 
E a r l y M a t u r i t y o f F r u i t . 
T here is one advantage enjoyed by the 
Vaca district th at is alm ost if not quite as 
im portant as the early m aturity of fruit, 
and th at is the fact th a t ow ing to the 
character of the soil, even on th e highest 
and steepest hillsides, irrigation is not 
needed in producing any kind of fruit. 
It 
is the experience of all th e fruit-grow ers 
there for the past 25 years th a t irrigation 
would be an injury instead of a benefit. 
T h at experience has shown th a t the soil 
will grow trees or vines of th e largest and 
most uniform size, and th a t when they ar­ 
rive at a hearing age they will he loaded 
w ith all the fru it th a t th e tree can stand 
under, and th at th e 


F R U IT IS O F UNCOMMON SIZE, 
A nd o f the finest flavor. 
If tiiere is any 
fault w ith th e trees of th a t sectiou it is in 
overbearing ra th er th an otherw ise. T here 
is a necessity for th inning fruit each year, 
which is quite ail item of expense to the 
orchard ist. 
T he advantage of soils th a t require no 
irrigation is an exceedingly im portant one, 
and it is enjoyed by hut few sections on 
this coast. 
It carries with it the further 
fact th at the fru it is solid, fine-flavored, 
and bears shipm ent to th e most distant 
points, and keeps well after its arrival at 
destination. F or th is purpose and for can­ 
ning it commands a higher price than ir­ 
rigated «fruit. 
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GREAT MOUNTAIN BARRIER PROTECTING CALIFORNIA FROM ARCTIC WÍND3, 
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of Vaca valley. 
T he high Coast Range 
rise- to an altitu d e of 6,500 or 7,000 feet 
to the west of it, and to the north, east 
and south there is a line of foothills sepa­ 
rating it from th e V alley of the Sacra­ 
m ento. 
Pleasants creek rises in th e south 
end of the valley and flows north, and, 
after being joined by several small con­ 
fluents from th e Coast Range, it joins the 
P utah creek. 
T his valley is narrow and 
tortuous, and presents a more varied sur­ 
face than eith er Lagnnita or Vaca valley. 


U P P E R PU T A H BASIN. 
N orth of Pleasants valley is the basin of 
th e U pper P u tah , which is made ,up of the 
many sm all valleys in the foothills of the 
Coast Range. 
T his basin extends east and 
west four or five miles, and north and south 
eight or ten miles. 
It is abundantly wa­ 
tered by th e tributaries of the I ’utah, 
w hich have th eir sources on th e side of 
the higher range. 
These tributaries arc 
clear, cold, m ountain streams, and they 
furnish an abundance of w ater for all pur­ 
poses. 
lliis district has a tillable area, in 
the valleys and 011 th e surrounding h ill­ 
sides, <if at 
least 
56,000 acres of land, 
w hich has no superior, if it has any equal 
on earth, for all fruit and vegetable grow­ 
ing purposes. 


EARLY HISTORY. 


T h e A p p e a r a n c e a n d C o n d itio n * W h e n 
K a r ly S e t t l e r s T o o k P o s s e s s io n . 
T he early history of this region takes 11s 
hack a decade beyond the gold discovery 
on th is coast. 
T he first European people 
bore were two Spanish gentlem en hv the 
name of Vaca and Pana, who were rela­ 
tives of one of th e G overnors of New 
M exico. 
They left Santa Fc in 1840 w ith 
a floating land g ran t of 44,000 acres, and 
prospected the whole eountry’through Ari- 
sona and Southern C alifornia to this dis­ 
trict. 
T hey found those sheltered valleys 
and b>cated th eir grant upon them . 
The 
whole country was 


C O VERED W IT H A GROW TH O F W IL D OATS 
As high as th eir horse's hacks, or wide, 
rank and tangled growth of wild clovers. 
T here were four lasting stream s of water, 
and tree grow ths am ple for th e shade of 
stock. 
To them it seemed a paradise, and 
it surely was one. 
They put up adolie 
buildings, one of w hich is still standing as 
a m onum ent to comm emorate the first 
settlem ent of th e region. 
They bought 
stock of th eir Spanish neighbors" south of 
them , and i n the early days of th e gold era 
th ey had great droves of cattle and bauds 
of horses. 
They 


PUT T H E IN D IA N S TO T IL L IN G T H E SOIL, 
And raised quite large quantities of grain 
for th e ir own use nqd for sale. 
T he grain 
was cut w ith the prim itive sickle, and 
thrashed out on "the ground by tram ping 
it with horses. 
W hen thrashed, the grain 
was either ground by hand-m ills or sent to 
a small water-m ill in N apa county, owned 
by a Mr. Yount, an early Am erican settler, 
after whom Y oontviile of th a t county is 
named. 
A grand life these first settlers led, 
owning all th e land in sight, with thou­ 
sands of horses. ra ttle and plenty of faitli"- 
ful servants in th e subm issive Indians 
around them . 
There were few neighliors 
in 
th e im m ediate 
vicinity, hut thev 
thought nothing of going 50," 100. or even 
200 m iles to

T H E E A R L Y M ATURITY 
O f th e fruit of this section is another ad­ 
vantage, th e im portance of w hich it is 
impossible to over-estim ate. 
T he hulk of 
th e earliest fruit and vegetables th a t go 
into the m arkets of this coast is grown in 
the V aca district. 
T here m ay lie 
some 
isolated instances of the shipm ent of early 
fruits from o th er regions of the State, hut 
th e fact rem ains th at th e producers of this 
district get fully ninety per cent, of all the 
money realized from early fruit in the 
State. 
It is well known th at 
the differ­ 
ence between early fruit and th at four 
weeks later, everything' else lieing equal, 
is enough to m ake th e one producer rich 
and give the other a m ere living. 
The 
prices of cherries are an illustration of 
this fact. 
T he first ten-pound boxes of 
cherries th a t reach 
our local m arkets 
arc taken very eagerly at $3 per box, 
and these prices will rule for th e first ten 
days, when they will gradually fall to $1 
per 1k>x, and from th at, at the end of four 
weeks, to 50 or 60 cents per liox. A cherrv 
tree producing 200 pounds of early cherries 
would bring the producer at least $20. 
T he same quantity and qu ality of cherries 
four weeks later would bring a return, at 
th e most, of $16— a difference of $4 to 
each tree. 
An acre of land has about 100 
trees, and th at would m ake a difference of 
$400 to th e acre between early and late 
fruit. 
It is safe to say th at 


T H E PR O FITS O F EA R LY F R U IT , 
Or, m ore properly speaking, of fruit pro­ 
duced in early-m aturing districts, is two or 
three tim es as great as it is in districts 
w here th e fruit m atures th ree or four 
weeks later. 
It must no t he concluded 
th at this rule applies only to th e first 
fru it of the season. 
It is as true of all the 
early fruit of each kind through the sea­ 
son. 
It is true of the first berries, cherries, 
apricots, peaches, and the first of all other 
kinds. 


HISTORY OF FRUIT-GROW ING. 


S o m e I n t e r e s t i n g F a c t s o f E a r l y a n d L a t ­ 
t e r E x p e r i e n c e s a n d R e s u l t s . 
T he 
history o f fruit-grow ing in the 
\ ara 
district 
is 
an 
interesting 
one. 
Messrs. Vaca and I’ana, who settled there 
in 1841, p u t out M ission grapes and figs 
the first years of the occupancy of their 
grant. 
These did well, grew lu xnriantlv 
and 
bore great quantities 
of 
good 
fruit. 
In th e '40’s M r. W olfskill put ou 
fruit 
trees and vines, 
which 
were 
brought 
king distances, 
In 1851 
Mr. 
Pana planted several acres of apricot, 
peach 
and 
apple 
trees on th e 
place 
now owned by M rs. E. P. Buckingham , 
and 
these trees 
have been 
prolific 
and continuous hearers of fruit for a third 
of a century, and they seem as vigorous as 
ever. 
Mr. M iller and M r. Pleasants also 
planted 
fruit trees and vines among the 
earliest of those who devoted attention to 
fruit-growing. 
It was no easy m atter to 
get the seed or plants to commence an or­ 
chard. 
Mr. M iller 


PA 1D *$1 FOR PEA CHES 
From which to plant the pits. 
The Wolf- 
skills brought trees overland from Los 
Angeles, a distance of 500 m iles, at a 
tim e when there were only stock and 
game trails through th e country. 
T here 
was no m arket but w hat this coxs’t afforded, 
and th a t seems to have been a good one, as 
M r. M iller sold liis first grapes at prices 


ranging from 50 cents to $1 jier jxnind, 
and peaches at 25 cents per pound. 
Such 
fruit as was not sold in th e orchards was 
I hauled th irty -eig h t miles to N apa creek, 
and taken thence to San Francisco. 
E. IU 
T h u rb er settled in the valley in 1858, and 
W illiam Davis in 1850, anil both engaged 
¡11 fruit-grow ing. 
<Rliers also came in and 
planted orchards and vineyards. 


W H Y T i lls DISTRICT 
ATTRA CTED A TTEN ­ 
TION. 
T he reason why the Vaea district a t­ 
tracted horticulturists, w hile other districts 
had cheajier lands, and were nearer to th e 
San Francisco m arket is explained by th e 
cases of J . M. Bassford, Sr.. and W. W. 
Sm ith. 
B oth of these gentlemen, now 
among th e fruit kings of the coast, wore 
fruit-growers ¡11 N apa county. 
M r. Bass- 
ford’s sons settled in a sheltered nook 
of the L agnnita valley, and when th eir vines 
and trees commenced liearing the father 
would come over and assist in gathering 
th e fruit, bringing w ith him stepladders 
and boxes. 
Two or three seasons de­ 
veloped th e fact th a t he could finish the 
fruit-gathering in L agnnita valley and re­ 
tu rn to N apa valley w ith his Ik ix cs and 
stepladders in tim e for the fruit-gathering 
there. 
T he further fact was developed 
th at the early fruit was two or three tim es 
as profitable as th at w hich m atured three 
or four weeks later. 
As a consequence of 
these developm ents, Mr. Bassford removed 
to the Vaca district, where he has now, 
w ith his sons, some of 


T H E F IN E ST F R U IT FA RM S IN T H E W ORLD. 
W . W . S m ith's experience is sim ilar to 
th at of Mr. Bassford’s. 
H e owned a lruit 
farm in N apa valley, which was profitable 
to him , hut he saw th at he was raising 
fruit and selling it at less than one-half 
th e prices realized for th e early fruits of 
the Vaca district, and he removed to Vaca 
valley, purchased land and planted nut 
orchards and vineyards. 
T he great profits 
realized from th e early fruit drew many 
others to th a t region, and a steady devel­ 
opm ent resulted. 
In 1877-8 th e amount 
of fruit shipped am ounted to from th irty 
to fifty tons daily. 
T h is was all hauled to 
the railroad at E lm ira or Snisun, distances 
varying from six to tw enty miles. 


R A ILR O A D FO R F R U IT S H IP P IN G . 
T here was a dem and for cheaper and 
more rapid transportation of this delicate 
freight. 
A railroad was needed, and in 
1868 Colonel A. M. Stevenson, an old resi­ 
dent, w ith th e foresight to see the future of 
these valleys, constructed th e Vacaville 
and C lear Lake R ailroad, from E lm ira on 
th e California Pacific R ailroad to V aca­ 
ville. 
T his line was extended to W inters, 
14 miles, in 1875. 
T he first season of the 
railroad, 1869, th e shipm ents of fruit 
averaged about 40 tons per day. 
B etter 
and 
chea[ier 
transportation stim ulated 
more tree and vine planting and more 
carelul and better packing of fruit, and the 
result was a vastly increased demand fcr 
fruit products. 


OUTSIDE M A R K ETS EN JO Y ED . 
T he m arket for this fruit was not con­ 
fined as heretofore to San Francisco, hut 
it extended to Southern California, where 
the first cherries, plum s, peaches and 
apricots eaten were and still are obtained 
from the Vaca district. 
T he great m ar­ 
ket from the E astern base of the Sierra 
Nevadas to th e M issouri riv er was opened 
to the producers of th e V aea district by 
lowered rates of freight by the C entral 
Pacific 
R ailroad. 
G radually th e m ar­ 
ket extended even still 
fu rth er East, 
to th e tides of the A tlantic, and the 
people of all th a t vast 
country 
had 
1 the 
long 
w inter 
of 
th e ir 
discontent 
m ade glorious sum m er by carloads of cher­ 
ries, peaches and apricots from the hidden 
valleys around Vacaville. 
T he extension 
of these m arkets by th e lowering of rates 
by the railroads, and th e shipm ent of fruit 
on passenger tim e gave an 


IM M EN SE IM PE TU S TO FR U IT-G R O W IN G . 
I t is impossible to realize th e wonderful 
developm ent th at followed, w ithout get­ 
ting a sight of the orchards and vineyards 
w hich extend from th e southern end of 
L agnnita valley north through V aea and 
Pleasants valleys to the northern bound­ 
ary of the sheltered I’utali basin. 
Some 
idea of this developm ent may he formed 
by th e fact th at 
300,000 F C l’IT TR EES 
W ere planted in th at district in 1887. 
I11 
addition to this large areas wen* wrested 
from wheat-growing, and th e dom ain of 
m anzanita and chaparral brush planted in 
grape vines and sm all fruits and vege­ 
tables. 
H ie railroad hooks show that in 
18S6 more than 


TV .EN TV M ILLIO N POI NDS 
O f fruil and vegetables were grown and 
shipped from the Vaea district. 
T his 
am ounts to 20,000 tons, or 1,000 ten-ton 
carloads. 
These figures are obtained from 
Colonel Stevenson, th e form er owner ami 
I present m anager of the railroad, and they 
are a complete indorsem ent of his fore­ 
sight, enterprise and public spirit ¡11 build­ 
ing the railroad 


A SIN G LE d a y ’s S H IP M E N T . 
On th e 24tli day of June, 1886, there 
were shipped from the V acaville station 
alone 231,410 pounds ol 
fruit, w hich is 
more th an 231 tons, or tw enty-three ten- 
ton carloads. 
On the 6th day of Ju ly , 
1886, these were shipped from the same 
station 224,095 pounds of fruit. 


T H E SH IPM EN TS FR O M 
W IN TER S 
On the same dates were more th an one- 
h a lf as m uch as the aliove amounts. 
On 
the last date m entioned there were 116 
fruit-growers who m ade shipm ents of fruit 
at V acaville. 
T here are m ore than 200 
fruit-grow ers who ship fruit from Vaca­ 
ville, and more th an 100 who ship from 
W inters. 
It is claimed th a t there are now 
6,000 acres of bearing fruit trees and vines 
in V aca valley alone, and the area of hear­ 
ing trees is rapidly increasing. 
In the 
o th er valleys there must he fully as much 
more, so th at th e Vaca district m ust have 
more than 12,000 acres of hearing orchards 
and vineyards at the present tim e. 


S H IP M E N T OF V E G E T A B L E '. 
Colonel Stevenson estim ates th a t the 
shipm ents of fruit and vegetables this 
year w ill aggregate more th an th irty 
m illion pounds, or 1,500 ten-ton carloads. 
As there are 50,000 acres of incom para­ 
ble fruit and vine lands iu this district 
w hich are rapidly being converted inio 
orchards and vineyards, it follows th at th e 
fruit shipm ents will in the near future 
am ount to hundred of m illions of pounds. 


A B R IG H T OUTLOOK. 
T he future of this unexam pled industry 
is the most brilliant. 
In the pa«t vears, 
when it was compelled to meet wagon 
transport over long, rough roads, and had 
only the local m arkets, th e outlook 
was 
entirely different. 
T here were tim es when 
th e m arket was overstocked and prices 
were not so satisfactory, hut now the de­ 
mand is greater th an th e supply, and pricc- 
are better than ever, and every man lias 
offers for more fruit than he can raise. 
T his year there are larger shipm ents of 
all kinds of fruit to New Y'ork, Boston and 
P hiladelphia, and there is a demand for 
more than is grown for those distant point-. 
As liearing upon the 


EA R LY M A TU RITY O F F R U IT . 
In 1885 the first shipm ent of cherries 
from this district was m ade on M arch 31st :

ORCHARDS AND VINEYARDS. 


M « n l io n o f S o m e o f i h e L e a d i n g f r u i t 
R a n c h e s i n t h i s D is t r i c t . 
In order th a t the hom e-seeker and cap­ 
italist in search of localities for homes and 
investm ent may realize th e wonderful de­ 
velopm ent m ade here, and th e great profit 
of th e business, a description of some of the 
orchards and vineyards is given. 
In an 
article of th is length it is only possible 
: to give a few instances of the índivid- 
; ual fortunes made. 
These read like chap­ 
ters of romance, hut the men and orchards 
are in these valleys to he seen. 


ORCHARDS, 
cauie to V acaville 
a very sm all capi- 
any q u antity of 


SENATOR BUCK 
Senator L. W. Buck 
thirteen years ago, with 
tal, a large family, and 
energy and ability. 
H e bought, mostly 011 
tim e, a farm of 166 acres, 'ix miles north 
of Vacaville in M ica valley. 
T he place 
had a sm all hearing orchard and a few 
vines. 
By untiring industry and atten ­ 
tion to gathering, packing, and m arketing 
fruit. Mr. Buck m et the paym ents on his 
place, put out more l/n it and vines, until 
now he lias 120 acres of orchard and vine- 
vard on his home place. 
H e has b uilt a 
large house on a sightly place, overlooking 
th e valley, has other fine buildings, in all 
a beautiful home. 
T his home place for 
th e past four or five years has netted an 
average of SI5,000 per vear. 
In company w ith his son, F. 11. Buck, 
he owns 240 acres of orchard and vineyard, 
four miles from Vacaville. 
On th is place 
there are 180 acres of fruil trees and vines, 
divided as follows: 
Sixtv-five acres in 
vines, 100 acres in peach trees, five years 
old, 2 acres nectarines, 30 acres of apricots, 
and there are several acres iu figs, almonds 
and other fruits. 
In th e fall of 1881 Mr. Buck and his 
son bought 187 acres of land at $100 per 
acre, and in the spring of 1882 they put it 
all out to trees and vines. 
At three years 
of age the vines netted $50 per acre; 
peaches, $75 i>er acre; 
nectarines, $75 
per 
acre. 
A t 
four years th e peaches 
netted $150 per 
acre, th e vines $90, 
the nectarines $150 and the apricots $200 
per acre. 
T he present year, th e fifth 
year since th e planting of th e trees and 
vines on th is 187 acres, the yield of fruit 
and grapes is much greater th an in any 
year before. 
In 1886 F. 11. Buck Inmght 
55 acres 01 orchard and vineyard adjoin­ 
ing th is 187 acre tract, and paid $500 per 
acre for it. 
At this w riting, ¡11 th e m iddle 
of th e season of 1887, it looks as though 
th e crop of the 55 acre purchase would 
have enough fruit to pay for it. 
In all M r. Buck and his son have 372 
acres of hearing orchards and vineyards, 
paying ten per cent, each year on one 
thousand dollars per acre, and w orth more 
than th at am ount. 
T his would seem to be 
a good th irteen years’ work, bu t M r. Buck 
has found tim e to do m uch more. 
He has 
assisted his o th er children to homes, ably 
served the State as Senator in the Legis­ 
lature, and been most active in prom oting 
the fruit-grow ing interests of the Pacific 
coast. 
W . W . s m i t h ' s p r e m i s e s . 
IV. IV. Sm ith, a soldier in the Union 
arm y, came to California in 1805, arnl set­ 
tled in N apa valley, and raised fruit there­ 
for eight years. 
Iu 1875 lie k n ig h t his 
present place of 260 acres, two miles from 
Vacaville, in Vaca valley. 
T h e purchase 
price was $60 jH?r acre, and he mortgaged 
liis Napa place and raised $3,«51)0 to make 
the first paym ent. 
In the spring of 1874 
lie set out 36 acres in cherries of the ear­ 
liest and best varieties. 
Between th e rows 
of cherry trees he planted vegetables, and 
raised and sold early vegetables in the San 
. Francisco m arket. 
A s he had the means 
he gradually planted out m ore trees and 
vines, till now he lia~ 200 acres of orchard 
and vineyard. 
His 36 acres of cherry or­ 
chard is now one of the most beautiful 
sights in the world. 
In 1885 these cherry 
trees produced 20,000 ten-pound boxes of 
cherries, th a t netted 80 cents per box, or 
$1,600. 
T his sum was clear of all expense 
of picking, packages, packing, freight and 
commissions. 
I le has now 36 acres cher­ 
ries, 75 acres {teaches, 35 acres apricots, 2-5 
acres table grapes, and 15 acres pear.-. The 
balance of the 200 at res is in plums, 
prunes, alm onds and nectarines. 
A hu n ­ 
dred and twenty-five acres are in full bear- 
iug, and for three years each they have 
netted $125 per acre, or ten per cent, on 
$1,250 per acre. 
M r. Sm ith put into this 
place, as the proceeds of the sale of his 
N apa farm, $7,500. 
All the balance has 
come from th e soil and liis labor. 
H e has 
a $15,000 house, a $5.000 barn, a fine fruit 
packing-house, tw elve head of work horses, 
and wagons, 
im plem ents, etc., w ithout 
num ber. 
H is place is now w orth more 
than $200,000, and next season, when all 
liis trees anil vines come into bearing, it 
will pay an interest on $300,000, and this 
is th e result of fourteen years’ fruit-grow ­ 
ing in th e Vaea district. 


T H E HISTORY O F T H E BASSFORDS 
Is fully as rem arkable as those of Senator 
Buck and Mr. Sm ith. 
T hey came to La 
gunita valley in the ’70s w ith sm all means 
and now they have farm s th at aggregate 
several hundred acres of hearing fruit 
trees and vines. 
T. M. Bassford, Jr., who 
.was tiie pioneer of th e fam ily in coming 
to the Vaca district, lias about a hundred 
acres of fruit which net- him nearly $ 10,­ 
000 each year. 
H enry Bassford, a brother of J . M. Bass­ 
ford, J r., six years ago bought ten acres of 
hearing cherry trees. 
T he purchase was 
m ade entirely on credit. 
ITe paid $750 
per acre for the cherry orchard and two 
crops put him out of debt. 
Now he owns 
75 aeres of orchard and vineyard which are 
w orth from $40,000 to $50,0*00. 


T H E BR1NGKS BROS. 
Came from San Francisco tw elve years ago 
w ith 81,200 capital. 
Now they own 2-50 
acres of hearing fruit and vines, w ith fine 
im provem ents,and have an annual income

The affair is shrouded in secrecy, and 
w hether it is a b o n a fide business enterprise 
or merely another of tliose schemes i'rotn 
w hich th eS p rin g V alley Company has suf­ 
fered surface evidences do not m ake appar 
enf. 
However, som e very high-sounding 
nam es are m entioned in connection w ith it. 
On last Saturday a secret conference of 
m em bers of the O akland Board of Trade 
with the M ayor and other m unicipal of­ 
ficials was held to discuss the subject of 
O akland’s w ater supply. 
W. W . Cameron, a prom inent and well- 
know n capitalist, representing the Board 
j]’ fraile, opposed the suggestion of taking 
any action as to O akland’s water supply as 
yet, and urged protracted determ ent. 
He 
then stated that a project was under way 
to bring w ater from th e Sierra to San Fran­ 
cisco, and quoted the nam es o; Senators 
Stanfoid anil F air as backers of th e m ove­ 
m ent. H e advised that no action should 
be taken u n til this com pany announced it­ 
self. and then th at O akland should bond 
itself in a considerable am ount to the new 
com pany. 
It is said th at the statem ent 
had w eight w ith th e A thenian officials, 
and the water question has been laid 011 
the shell' tem porarily. 
T he schem e em anates from the A m ador 
and T uolum ne ditch companies. 
The first- 
nam ed of these ditch com panies owns a 
large lake, located about tw enty miles hack 
of the tow n of Sonora, and supplied by 
large ditches. 
A m anager of luis ditch 
com pany has been in (lie city for several 
weeks exhibiting plans and "estimates of 
the work. It is the proposition ;o tap this 
lake by ¡111 iron pine four feet in diam eter, 
sm ooth bore, and by it conduct the water 
to this city. 
The distance of the piping, it 
is estim ated, will he lire m ilts, and (he 
route will lie down the foothills to Stock­ 
ton, thence practically along the railroad 
line through Liverm ore pass to Niles. 
It 
will then cross the foot of the hay and ap­ 
pear on this side at Redwood, from which 
place connection will be m ade w ith this 
city. 
It is a part of th e project to lay 
branches to O akland and Satt Jose. 
Esti­ 
m ates upon th e cost of the work place the 
figure a t $4,000.000 for laying the pipes to 
this city, besides $1,000,000 for the con­ 
struction of works in this city. T he Sonora 
lake has at present a supply of 25.000 
inches of (he freshest m ountain water. 
Efforts see being m ade to find capital that 
will invest in the schem e. It is represented 
th at O akland, San Jose and Stockton are 
,badly in need 01 good fresh water, anil 
will bo glad o f the opportunity to secure 
the article. 
These cilios w ill he called 
upon to offer som e substantial encourage­ 
m ent.

W ill he never wake? 
W ill lie 
never rise ? 
Fires have raged about hint, 
:■ he waves of the >ea, hurled by the e»rth- 
juake, have dashed upon him and tom the 
temple crashing to the ground ; wars, time, 
all that changes the face o f the world have 
done their utiwost, yet still he sits with 
eyes closed, lip- renting together, head bent 
forward, hands in laps, thumb to thumb, 
as he lias sat for 1100 years and will for­ 
ever. 
No fold of that massive robe shall 
ever rustle, no hair of the thousand curls 
thall fade. 
Truly, it is aw fn l; for it is the visible of 
a great belief; it is a monument which 
throws a shadow meeting the light of Cal­ 
vary and the cross on either side of the 
round earth. 
“Curse me with eternal life; 
bless me with eternal death I” is the cry 
of the weary in this laud, and often its 
frightened echo is heard from hearts that 
are not Oriental. 
IXTMBCITIOS 01 n ELIGIOS INTO JAPAN. 
It is believed that there was 110 formula­ 
ted religion in Jujian until the introduc­ 
tion of Buddhism from Corea in the first 
part of the Christian era, when the native 
priests combined in a church, calling 
themselves Shinto, from the Chinese words 
meaning “the doctrine of the god-,-’ or in 
Japanese, “ Kami no michi.” 
The Bud­ 
dhist priests proselyted for many hun­ 
dred 
years, took 
all 
the 
gods 
of 
the Hhiirtoi.sts into their list, followed 
in the wake of the armies which were 
driving the aborigines north, building 
their temples and introducing their rites ; 
thus absorbing and giving out, they soon 
became so intim ately connected with the 
Shinto religion as to completely hide it, 
though not destroy it, for until 18(58 the 
Shiutoists were hut very few, and their 
temples or J/Vya were unnotn'cd amid the 
gorgeous shrines of the wealthy and sym­ 
bol-rich Buddhists. 
All forcible opposi­ 
tion to the introduction of Buddhism 
ceased about the sixth century, when 
vune powerful member of the imperial 
family became a convert. 
In the days of 
Nobunaga, that “ friendof the Christians, 
the Buddhists sufit-red, hut for a short sea­ 
son only. 
Worship of ancestors is the 
<mly tangible part of 
THE SHINTO FAITH. 
There is no creed, no form of worship 
beyond the genuflection at the door of a 
temple, no heaven nor hell, no future ex­ 
istence, and the striving after happiness in 
this life is its only evident aim. 
1 found 


110 Japanese who could tell me the least 
about this belief, though professing it. 
In 
1868, at the restoration of the Mikado to 
real power, the attempt was made to revive 
what was called the old faith of Shinto. 
This was done for political purposes rather 
than religious, for some church was needed 
in the governmental machinery to take 
the place of Buddhism, whose priests had 
favored too strongly the cause of the Sho­ 
gun. A religiousuommittee met and formu­ 
lated these three commandments: "Honor 
the gods and love thy country; understar d 
thoroughly the principles of heaven and 
duty of hum anity; reverence the Mikado 
as master and obey the laws." 
The people went to work with a will to 
M purify ” the temples, and ¡11 a short space 
of time the rich symbols of Buddhism 
were removed, the names of the gods taken 
down from the torii or arches, as the rules 
of pure Shinto allow no decorations upon 
them, and all the rigid sim plicity of the 
old sect was again brought out. The beau­ 
tiful temples of course* could not be de­ 
stroyed, but their adornments were not 
kept in repair, and great loss was the re­ 
sult. 
Exquisite works of ari in bronze 
and lacquer were taken away and destroyed, 
and for some time this iconoclasm went on 
with the sanction and aid of the Govern­ 
ment. 
REVERF.NI 1: FOR THE -MIKA I Ml. 
The Mikado is head of the church as 
well as State, indeed he is looked mion as 
a demi-god, descended from seven gener­ 
ations of heavenly and live earthly gods, 
and one hundred and twenty demi-gods. 
He is infallible and what he desires be­ 
comes the duty of his people to do. 
W ith 
all this power at its command, Shinto is 
last disappearing, for it has none of the 
elements of religion, nothing to satisfy 
that craving which every human heart 
knows. 
It has risen simply because it was 
raised, and now. since the court has with­ 
drawn its support, Shinto is soon to he no 
more. 
Gradually the old symbols of 
Buddhism are creeping back into the tem­ 
ple-; the rieli hangings, the solemn chants, 
the hurtling candles and the brass plates 
liearing the names of god- upon the torii 
arc seen again. 
H ad Christianity to cope 
with Shinto only, the victory would he 
sure in the favor of the Cross, but with 
Buddhism the field is more equal. 
BCD 1)1 !1SAt VS. -CHRISTIANITY. 
Buddhism lias food for the hungry soul 
which Shinto starves. The Oriental’mind 
looks upon complete rest, a sort o f con- 
.s- ion, death, a dream of oblivion, as the 
ultimatt 
desired end. 
Buddhism, the 
natural growth from Oriental thought, 
oilers Uds reward, and to it arc opposed 
the absolute nothingness of Shinto and the 
eternal life and action of Christianity. 
The former has fallen from its own weak­ 
ness. the latter must stand or fail through 
equal battle. In uo country has Buddhism 
been brought to so high a point of jierfec- 
tion as in Japan, and nowhere else has 
it had the political power in so great a i 
degree, bul J doubt that it ever regains 
that pow er: not that it is uusuited to the 
people, nor that it cannot lie molded to 
keep step with the present adoption of 
European ideas, hut that the Japan of to­ 
day seeks to he as foreign as iHissihle; it 
is last becoming fashionable to be called 
Christian or atheist, and Buddhism and 
friiinto are not the style among the upper 
classes of the so-called progressive men. 
THE 
DIFFER K» RE BETWEEN 
AN1» SHINTOISM. 


I sent the clouds or waves, from which the 
{ round disk of the polished mirror seems 
to rise like the sun. 
In the purest shrines 
these emblems are exjioseu but once a 
vear. 
The fact of their being exposed 
continually in some of the shrines which 
have been corrupted 
by contact 
with 
Buddhism lias given rise to the pretty 
idea that they are the 
EMBLEMS OF SELF-CONTEMPLATION, 
W hich is doubtful, where the man can 
look into a face, the inmost thoughts of 
which lie knows. 
( >ne can imagine that a 
criminal must l>e very hardened to lie able 
to do this amid the solemn stillness of the 
grove-encircled temples and not repent. 
One can imagine, too, that a pretty girl 
m irt lie very devout to be able to gaze 
lor.g into the truthful depths without 
poshing in place some stray lock of hair 
or rearranging her jeweled hairpin. 
The 
mirrors are of most wonderful clearness, 
but are sensitive to atmospheric changes, 
and dampness makes them cloudy. 
There 
are nearly 4,00b gods accepted in Shinto 
which have shrines, and there are 10,000 
more which are without a special place 
dedicated to them. 
Befe re the temples, or 
about some tree in the grounds, is sure to 
lie found a straw rope,which wards oft evil 
influences. 
Torii are the most beautiful erections 
found in Japan, and is of Shinto origin, 
being found liefore every temple. 
The 
name means “bird rest,” and is said to 
have lieen raised for the sacred birds; hut 
this, like everything else, is denied by 
many. 
Tt is an arch, the uprights being 
tree trunks, or their likeness, witli a cross 
piece of the same, slightly curved upward 
at the ends. 
Below the upper piece is a 
second, and between these two have been 
placed the tablets liearing the names of 
gods in such temples as have been in Bud- 
4lrist hands.

THE SHINTO PRIEST, 
If priest he may be called, is not looked 
upon as a holy man ; sim ply as the keeper 
of a temple— a sort of elevated janitor. He 
marries, and has his lay business, 
¡sim­ 
plicity—-a virtue itself— is not a virtue 
when it is Shinto sim plicity, for then it Í» 
barren simplicity-, it is neither good nor 
bad. 
The Christian missionaries of Protestant 
sects gain most of their converts among 
these Shintoist, and they tell me it is a 
belief to lie admired above Buddhism. 
I 
do not agreeat all with them ; their reason 
is a very ignoble one, and is very much as 
if I were to say I admired a dog because 
1 could whip him easily, and despised a 
lion because lie had some chance of whip­ 
ping me. Buddhism in its usual comprehen­ 
sion I will say little, it with Shinto is dying 
or dead, hut from it has started a living 
tree which bids fair to lie eternal; it is 


THE MONTO SECT OF THE BUDDHISTS. 
Let the people at home who have taken 
upon them the task of coping with this 
army of Great Buddha, bear in mind that 
the priests of the Monto sect are men edu­ 
cated in our schools, knowing our faults a» 
well as virtues; men ready in argument, 
logical, politic, understanding human na­ 
ture ; men of the present who do not look 
upon Japan as the whole world, whose 
minds are clear and free from superstition. 
To cope with these, it is not wise to send 
boys and girls who have scarcely lieen be­ 
yond the lim its of their littie country 
town, who are biased in their opinions and 
rush wildly against the well-prepared de­ 
fenses, doing damage to nothing hut their 
own cause. 
They say that tliev were 
“ called," but would it not he well for 
them to remember that good little Samuel 
was called more than once. 
H e waited to 
make sure from whence the voice came. 
The Roman Catholics understand their po­ 
sition, and send only men and women who 
have been tried and proved to he strong; 
the Church of England has done the same, 
hut generally the others’ ranks are filled 
hv (icople good, honest, true enough, 1 do 
not doubt, hut more than useless. 


A BUDDHIST TEMPLE 
Is a realized dream of beauty; the rich 
colors, the gold, the symbols and lights all 
appeal to the heart through the senses. 
The Monto sect has gone further; the 
richness and warmth are there, hut the 
light of education is shiniug over all. 
Monto priests may marry, and their sons 
inherit the priestly robe. 
They do not be­ 
lieve in fasts, nor making pilgrimages, nor 
in monastic life; they teach that the 
home is tlie place of all places for man to 
learn virtue. 
They read the Buddhist 
Scriptures in the native tongue, and are 
ready to explain all their actions. 
One of 
these Monto priests made this true remark 
speaking to a European (the exact words 
escápem e): “ You will not have to fight 
Shinto or Buddhism among the higher 
classes, but 


FIGHT YOUR OWN PHILOSOPHY OF MATE­ 
RIALISM, 
W hich is the common enemy of both Bud­ 
dhism and Christianity.” They see us bet­ 
ter than we see ourselves, for we stand be­ 
fore them as we are, without the light of 
the past or of tradition which makes'll» too 
often blind to the fallacies which we see 
so readily in others. 
Yes, the Alonto- 
Buddhism and Christianity may go hand 
in hand in the common war against mate­ 
rialism. 
The moral teaching of both reli­ 
gions is good—indeed, it is the same—and 
they both ofler immortality. 
Let us work together for good in this 
life and wait for eternity to clear our 
doubts and show us all face to face. 
The 
true Christian lielieves the same men shall 
join in praises; together have they bowed 
in silence liefore the great Buddha or 
prayed aloud before the cross. 
Let us 
never raise as a war cry, “Christ hear us !” 
against the prayer of our friends, “ Namu 
Amida Butsu!” hut join in the war against 
materialism.

Disinfection vs. Deodorlzatlon. 
It has often been pointed out that de 
odorization is one thing and disinfection 
another. 
The destruction of bad smells by 
no means involves the destruction of “ in­ 
fective agencies," but the destruction of 
bad sm ells is also an important work, and 
one which every disinfectant inteuded for 
general use ought to accomplish. Carbolic 
acid is defective in this respect. for. al­ 
though a good disinfectant, it does not de­ 
odorize, and sim ply adds its own disagree­ 
able smell to those which existed before. 
Chlorine, 
metallic 
chlorides—such 
as 
the chlorides of zinc, mercury and lead— 
sulphurous 
acid, 
and 
the 
alkaline 
permanganates are far 
more effectual 
in this respect, and each possesses in a 
greater or less degree the power of disin­ 
fection.

If you are contemplating a trip to Mex­ 
ico—as most good Americans are in these 
days—1 wish to impress opon your mind 
that the sooner you make it the better. 
Were you goiDg to Europe, to China, 
Jerusalem, or to any other country where 
affairs are stationary, so to speak, it would 
make little diflerence whether you went 
now or a number of years later. 
But not 
so in Mexico. 
Here everything is in a 
transition state, old things are fast passing 
away, and not only the ancient landmarks, 
but customs and traditions which gave the 
country its greatest charm, are disappear­ 
ing like dew before the morning sun. 
Commercially 
and 
educationally 
the 
“ march of progress " may be an improve­ 
ment, but it is certainly death to romance 
and picturesqueness. 
The old-time casan of Moorish architect­ 
ure, which in other days were forts as well 
as castles, are being tricked out with mod­ 
ern " gitiger-bread work," in base im ita­ 
tion of the pasteboard houses of the United 
States, with much the same etiect that the 
ribbons and gew-gaws of “ sweet sixteen 
would produce upon the wrinkled brow of 
an octogenarian, 
in 
TUE PRESS OF THE PEOPJLB 
—The change is even more decidedly for 
the worse. 
Nothing could possibly he 
more appropriate and becoming to these 
dark-eyed Mexicanos than their wide som ­ 
breos, 
short 
jackets, 
silver bedecked 
breeches and gorgeous silken sashes; and 
for beautiful women of the Spanish and 
Indian type, the graceful lace mantilla, 
draped about the head and shoulders. 
But 
now every woman of fashion must have a 
hideous hat or bonnet—a la Americana 
and the men of wealth no longer prom 
enade the plazas in those distracting Span­ 
ish cloaks, with one satin-lined corner 
tossed over the shoulder, which are war­ 
ranted to make the plainest and most un­ 
romantic of men look like a veritable 
Romeo. 
Now they insist upon London- 
made garments, as nearly like those of 
Northeners as possible, regardless of the 
vast diflerence in the make-up of lb 
Anglo-Saxon and Latin races. 
The broad-brimmed, silver-laden som ­ 
brero. too—so perfectly adapted to the 
eternal sunshine, 
and so 
becoming to 
swariby skins and midnight eyes—must 
give place to the stiff little hats in vogue 
among Americans—in many instances, I 
grieve to add, to those incomparably ugly 
silken tiles, which make the handsomest 
Mexican look like a fool of the first water. 
Even the lower classes are fast discarding 
the serape 
that most picturesque and con­ 
venient ol wrappings—and adopting in 
their stead any kind of shoddy overcoat 
for evening wear. 
Formerly, one of the 
charms of every rural gathering was the 
vivid coloring produced by the multitude 
of bright-hued scrapes, eacli ranchero and 
half-breed wearing one slung over his 
shoulders, and regarding it—next to the 
sombrero—as his most precious eartlilv 
possession. 
The names of the streets are rapidly 
changing, from the poetical and intensely 
religious to nomenclature them ost prosaic ; 
as, for example, “ the street of the Sad In­ 
dian," and "Crown of Thorns street" are 
now called respectively Fourth avenue and 
Diaz street. 
With characteristic poor taste, 
the Government is doing all in its power to 
aid and abet these sad innovations. 
First 
is silenced the Cathedral bells, which in 
the good old days were constantly calling 
the faithful to prayers ; then it abolished 
all conventual and monastic orders, and 
forbade the wearing of priestly habits upon 
the streets, so that now the cowl and henip- 
in girdle, the dear old shovel-liats, and 
the black or gray robes of hooded nuns no 
more lend picturesqueness to every scene.

A SINGULAR CIRCUMSTANCE 
That about the same time the edict went 
forth which rendered homeless thousands 
of the gentle sisterhood whose lives had 
been consecrated to charity and holiness, 
a law was passed licensing the occupation 
of another class of females upon the simple 
condition that each should carry a book 
containing her number and wear a certain 
style of habit! 
Most of the old time religi >us proces­ 
sions and pageants of supeistition were 
prohibited by law, som e years ago, and 
since Diaz's last administration even the 
Passion 1’lay (formerly the great event of 
the year in the rural districts, occupying at 
least seven days,) has been strictly "forbid­ 
den, to the great grief of the Indians and 
the disappointment of tourists. 
The same high authority is compelling 
the owners of buildings to paint out the 
political or high-flown names under which 
they once rejoiced, and to substitute some­ 
thing common place, more in accordance 
with the spirit of the age.

wreathed barrels, poppy-decked tankards, 
curtain of woven rushes intertwined with 
marigolds before the door, and picture of 
the owner’s patron saint set up among the 
bottles—dedicated 
" To 
the 
Loves of 
Venus,” to "La Santissima Virgin 
de 
Guadalupe” or even to "L a Madre de 
Dios,” than called “ John Sm ith’s place,” 
or in plain terms. “ Hans Pretzel's sa­ 
loon ?” 
Though in the Mexican capital the trans­ 
formation is almost complete, in the rural 
districts one still finds plenty of pulquerías 
whose names are the incarnation of quaint­ 
ness. 
I saw one the other day whose am ­ 
biguous title, painted in big letters across 
the front, is: ■* Vamanos ai Golfo de Mex­ 
ico” (“ Let us go to theG ulf of M exico”); 
another is called "Seven Little Loves;" an­ 
other, "The Angel of the Annunciation;” 
another, “ Toe Holy Spirit of H op e;" while 
hundreds are de iicated to the " Mother of 
Christ,” or to Jesns himself, and so on 
through all the saints in the calendar and 
all the supeisitions and poetical notions 
that have taken hold of these people. 
Visit this country, I repeat, before ail 
that is antique and beautiful in architect­ 
ure shall have been ruthlessly destroyed by 


VANDAL l’ROPKKTY OWNERS; 
Before all the blue-haired and pink-eyed 
saints shall have been knocked down from 
their niches in the house-walls and bridges; 
before the wavs’de shrines, where every 
passer used to kneel and cress himself, are 
all removed ; before the stone floors of the 
ancient sanctuaries, worn into hollows by 
the knees of worshiriers long gone to dust, 
shall have been replaced by pine boards] 
and the fat-legged angels and no-legged 
cherubim, carved upon the massive doors 
and outer wall3, shall have been daubed 
with sacrilegious paint and whitewash ; 
j come before the sandalled rurales and the 
handsome haciendadoes shall have changed 
their 
graceful 
equestrian costumes for 
stove-pipe hate and other northern abom­ 
inations. 
The utilitarians, with their alleged im ­ 
provements, are especially hard upon an­ 
tique buildingB erected during the Spanish 
domination. 
W ithin tiie last ten years 
fully nine-tenths of the old convents and 
monasteries (once the finest structures in 
Mexico next to the cathedrals) have been 
utterly ruined as to beauty of outline and 
harmony of proportion, because the sordid 
purchasers, in order to obtain large rentals, 
have turned them into teucment houses, 
bowling-alleys, gambling-rooms and danc­ 
ing hails. 
Thousands ot the churches 
have been similarly desecrated. 
All over 
Mexico, from Jalapa on the gulf coast to 
Monterev near the Rio Grande, we buv onr 
vegetables and calico, our cigarettes and 
groceries over a make-shift counter where 
once the high altar stood, or sleep where 
pions nnus told tlirir heatls in holy seclu­ 
sion. 
Many o f the sanctuaries have been 
turned into army barracks, horses are 
stabled in the cloisters and soldiers play 
cards and ling their comjtanertu in the 
•desecrated boiy o f holies. 
A devouring iconoclast has lately trans­ 
formed the grand old Jesuit College, with 
its gracefully arched colonnade and broad 


viceroys toward er^beifishing Montezuma's i 
capital. 
The Church, ¡j no longer permitted to 
hold real lysate, most of its revenues are 
cut off, ahd private citizens arc now in­ 
vested, with the titles of property which the 
PJ’.sSts once held as God's representatives. 
Lnder the present regime anybody can de­ 
nounce “ Church " property and buy it in 
for a nominal sum —how “ nominal ” de­ 
pends upon the purchaser's status with the 
Government. 
For example, in the old city 
of Zacatecas the magnificent San Augustine 
monastery and cathedral, one of the finest 
structures in all Spanish America, was 
bought by General Ortega, one of the fa­ 
vorites of the Liberal party, for ten dollars' 
Should anybody wonder why this party, 
who have proved themselves more narrow­ 
minded in the opposite direction than the 
power they undertook to eradicate, should 
he miscalled ".Liberal ?'' 
Perhaps the ex­ 
planation may he found in the unexampled 
liberality which they have shown to them ­ 
selves in disposing of stolen property. 
Hundreds of the churches and cathe­ 
drals which have uot yet been turned to 
sordid uses are entirely empty, having been 
stripped of everything that could sell or 
would bu rn; 
and 
relic-hunters 
have 
capped the clim ax by knocking the noses 
and other members off the sculptured 
saints and carrying them away as souve­ 
nirs of M exico! 
Since the revolution 
which ended with the murder of Maxi­ 
milian, the Church—previously far more 
potent than the Government—lias been 
losing its grip with astonishing rapidity. 
It still largely controls the minds and 
morals of the lower classes, however, and 
there are remote provinces where the 
l’adre is yet the most influential citizen ; 
but the revolutionists have deprived him 
ot political power and robbed him of all 
the wealth lie once held in the name of the 
Church. 
About the only altar in the coun­ 
try which has not been stripped of its 
treasures is that of the miraculous Virgin 
of Guadalupe, 
THE PATRONESS OK MEXICO. 
Her slirine, in its church upon the lonely 
hill-top, five m iles from the City of Mexico, 
is still rich with gold and silver, and the

BE R L IN ’S 
FA M 0D S 
STR EET. 


•• Unter Jen Lin Jen' D„es Not Deserve Its 
ltepulat on. 
The Baedeker population of Berlin has 
grown to colossal proportions this summer. 
The beautiful weather with which north 
Germany lias been favored of late seems to 
have had an unusual attractive power upon 
the traveling public. 
H alf the people one 
meets upon the thoroughfares are busily 
engaged reading their red-covered books. 
<>ne look distinguishes them all when upon 
the boulevard—providing they take time 
from Baedeker for individual impressions 
—a look of disappointment at the Linden. 
Unter den Linden is, 1 fancy, the most fa­ 
mous street in the world, nut" excepting the 
prominent ones of Baris or London, but it 
does not deserve its reputation. 
The trees 
are scraggy, short and uneven—here alive, 
there a dead one, and over there one in the 
last stage of consumption. 
“ But,” says 
the Berliner, “ you should have seen them 
years ago before the era o f gas and elec­ 
tricity. 
Perhaps; bat the stunted dwarfs 
of to-day do little honor to the giants of 
yesterday: the street is broad, and this is 
its only pleasing feature. 
On each side, bordering the pavements, 
are the asphalt roads lor the vehicles; next 
these, on either side, are two for horseback 
riders, and between these is the famous 
allte, flanked by the Linden. This is the 
thoroughfare almost exclusively of the 
street urchins. 
Dirty benches, distasteful 
in form and color, are filled by the Berlin 
proletariat, who sun themselves from morn­ 
ing till night. 
The houses are anything 
but palatial, with few exceptions. 
The 
" Linden” is not more than a quarter of a 
m ile long. 
Uarlyle. when visiting Berlin 
years ago, wrote of the houses bordering 
tue boulevard as " too squatty." The same 
is true to-day. 
The entire stretch from the 
Prillwilz mansion to the Emperor's palace 
contains hardly a building of pretensions 
architecture. 
Most of them, even includ­ 
ing the Russian embassy and the buildings 
of the Departments of \\ arand the Interior, 
are.such as m ightgracea city of 100.000 in­ 
habitants. but not a metropolitan capital. 
The famous Restaurant Langlet, Berlin’s 
Delmonico, wouldn't compare with half a 
dozen in New York. 
Tiie Academy of 
Art, near the palace of tlie Kaiser, is a 
smoked stone building whose otic-half is 
used as a soldiers’ barracks, and has little 
to indicate the high purpose which it 
serves. 
As for the imperial residence behind the 
celebrated bronze statue o f Frederick the 
Great, 1 do uot believe there is on Fifth uv- 
enue a house so purely non-ornamental. 
Ju stat this time the place in front of the 
historical window is crowded daily at 1 
o’clock, when his Majesty, true to his cus­ 
tom, shows him self to his people. 
It is 
often impossible to pass at that hour. 
All 
the troops return then, saluting their aged 
commander, and replacing the regimental 
standards which are always k->pt in the 
room near the Emperor, where he loves to 
look at them. 
Nowhere else in ail Berlin 
is a crowd allowed to gather.—Berlin Cor.

D oes D ehorning Cause Bain ? 
A correspondent of the Farmers' licview 
says he has read the statements of several 
cattlemen in regard to dehorning, that im- 
rr.edLitely aftec sawing the horns off the 
animal walks away as if the operation 
was painless, and eats as if nothing had 
happened. 
H e says ; 
“ I wonder if those 
men each had their ears sawed oil' close to 
the head would it be painless ? 
I think 
not. This is unreasonable bosh. 
Such 
men should be treated according to the 
statutes ot the State bearing on cruelty to 
animals. 
If God made a mistake in creat­ 
ing the horn, it is a fine thing that some 
tuen were smart enough for the occasion 
and put Him to shame." 
In reply to this 
the Beriew sa y s: 
We think it folly to 
claim that the operation of dehorning 
cattle does not cause suflering. 
The real 
question to he considered is : 
“ Are the 
advantages resulting from dehorning such 
as to justify the infliction of whatever de­ 
gree of suffering attencs the operation 
There are other operations, the propriety 
of which no one questions, which also 
cause sufferings to a: imals, such as cis- 
trating males, spaying fern, 1 -s. branding, 
cutting off the tails of lambs, making 
ear marks, etc. 
These < perations, under 
most 
conditions, 
are 
regarded 
as 
necessaty, and so justifiable. 
In 
case 
of 
dehorning, 
if 
properly 
performed, 
we are satisfied the suffering is not as great 
as is claimed by many. 
The argument 
against dehorning, because the animals 
w ere created with horns, would, if carried 
to its legitimate conclusion, prevent the 
castration of all male amimals as an inter- 


bring about a condition of things among 
our domestic live stock which nobody 
would find it pleasant to contemplate. 
In 
this, as in many other things, prevention 
is better than cure, and it is better to oper­ 
ate on the four-weeks-old calf, so as to pre­ 
vent the growth of horns, than to let it 
grow up and then have a serious tussel 
with it to take the horns off. 
The compar­ 
ison instituted by our correspondent be­ 
tween the suffering caused by taking off 
the horns ol an animal and cutting off the 
ears of a human being, is not a fair one. 
The horn is not supplied with sensitive 
nerves, as in the ear. 
The only sensitive 
part is the thin membrane enveloping the 
inner bony core, not thicker than a sheet 
of paper. 
Neither the outside horn shell 
nor inside bony structure are supplied 
with nerves, and besides the nervous sys­ 
tem of the bovine is not as delicate and 
sensitive as that of a human being.

SK IR T STEELS. 
. 
W ith the present style of dress, steels in 
the back of the skirt arc a necessity, and 
upon their proper adjustm ent the stylish 
enect of the tournure depends. T here are 
various m ethods of arranging these steels, 
an d from tw o to five are used, according 
to th e hight of the person and the am ount 
of protnberancy desired, and the lengths 
vary as m uch as the num bers. 
In some 
im ported dresses th e lower steel m easures 
one yard in length, and is placed about 
tw elve or fifteen inches from the bottom 
of th e skirt, and there are either three or 
four above; in others there are only two. 
of m edium length. 
For those desiring 
only a m odern tournure the latest and. 
m ost effective arrangem ent isa s follows:" 
Tw o steels ore required, one m easuring 
t wenty-seven and the other thirty inches 
in length. To accom m odate these two cas­ 
ings are sewed across the back breadths 
and side gores, com m encing twelve inches 
back on each side from the m iddle of the 
fro n i; th eu p p er casing seven inches below 
the belt in the m iddle of the back, and 
eight 
inches 
at 
tbe 
end, 
and 
the 
lower casing ju st the sam e distance below 
the upper one. 
After the steels are in ­ 
serted. th e fullness on them is to be pushed 
back five inches from each end, and se­ 
cured so th a t it cannot slip forw ard; and 
on the inside of th e skirt, w here tbe full­ 
ness is secured, tapes are to be sewed— 
those on one side elastic—to be tied behind 


the figure to r* tain the 3teeis at the desired I 
1 ze. In o rd tr to have the skirt hang j 
p r jperly with this arrangem ent, it is neces- I 
sarv that it should he cut two and one-half j 
inches longer in back than in front. T he ! 
increased length of the steels does not 
necessarily give an increased size to the 
tourn u re; hut by sewing the inner tapes 
back from the ends, the ends of the steels 
are allowed to rest flatly against the sides 
of the figure, instead of being curved in 
and presenting the unsightly appearance 
w ith w hich we had become only too fa­ 
m iliar. 
Above the steels a pad ol horse­ 
hair can be added to the skirt, or a separate 
bustle m ay be w orn. 
•

China, India, M exico and Africa, and in ­ 
clude a sufficient variety to satisfy the m ost 
pronounced heathen. 
A heathen god does 
not pride him self on his beauty, but relie8 
on liis horrid grotesqueness to send a chill 
dow n the backbone of his devoted. 
One of 
th e three M exican idols is of wood. 
The 
sculptor evidently used a jack-knife, and 
gave the idol great angularity in all direc­ 
tions, especially a t the knee and elbow 
joints. T he arm s m eet in front w ithout 
the intervention of hands. 
T he body is 
very long and the face utterly w ithout ex­ 
pression. 
A nother M exican'specim en re­ 
sem bles 


TH E OLD AZTEC DEITIES, 
W ith heavy masses of stone carving about 
the head, a stern expression in the face, 
and vigorous ugliness strongly predom i­ 
nant in every feature. The third of the 
•Mexican gods is of wood and resem bles a 
coal-heaver w ith a profusion of black paint 
on his face, heavy m uscles and a garm ent 
of green cloth.

Age of Iron, about A. )). 450 to 700, when 
foreign Rom ano-G erm an 
influence pre 
dom inated. 
7—T he late Iron Age or V ik­ 
ing Period, about A. I). 700 to 1,000 w hen a 
Stone Age still lingered in the extrem e 
north of Finland and Lapland. 


Spanning th e Isthm us.—The Nicaragua 
canal syndicate have ju st com pleted its 
paym ents under the N icaraguan concession 
by handing over to the agents of th at Gov­ 
ernm ent in this city the sum of $100,000 in 
A m erican gold. 
T his is ail th at is neces­ 
sary to confirm the contract, under wbiclt 
two years and a h alf are allowed for com­ 
pleting the necessary surveys, w ith one 
year m ore for beginning construction. The 
concession carries wilh it a grant of 1,000,­ 
000 acres of land and other valuable priv­ 
ileges. 
It is proposed by the syndicate to 
send out several parties of engineers as 
soon as the rainy season is ended, to m ake 
a careful rcsurvey and location of the line, 
after doing which, if there is no failure in 
the contem plated arrangem ents for raising 
money, which we are told bid fair to be 
concluded very soon, construction will im ­ 
m ediately begin. 
It can hardly be that 
the above paym ent would have been m ade 
unless there had been som e definite expec­ 
tation at least of being able to proceed with 
actual construction.— Knginrering Mews.

Carolina is 
simply a sham. 
The white mob of F air­ 
view plainly says to the country.- “ There 
is no liberty of conscience or persons here 
when the chivalry of Carolina sees tit to 
forbid even ihe aspiration for either.” 
A 
solid South that can lie maintained only by 
such methods will not lie long in falling 
apart and in becoming, politically, a broken 
South, where 
individual 
independence 
will be enjoyed alike by black and white. 
It is impossible that such actions as those 
characterizing the outrageous conduct of 
the Fairviewers can have any other result, 
and we therefore cannot feel deep regret 
that it occurred, siuce it will prove a 
means to much desired ends. 


It would appear that the old pretended 
bugbear—assumed fear of conspiracy among 
negroes of the South against the whites— 
is still used as political means by some of 
the people of that section. 
The full de­ 
tails of the gross outrages at Fairview, 
South Carolina, arc at hand, and show that 
the whites pretended to be alarmed, but 
with insufficient pretext for it, over a per­ 
fectly peaceable and legitimate organiza­ 
tion of blacks. 
Unskilled laborers in the South now 
oummand *1 per day readily, and thus are 
quite on par in the m atter of earnings with 
unskilled laborc*rs in other parts of the 
country. 
As the most of unskilled labor­ 
ers in the South arc negroes, their ability 
to command this wage has given them 
great encouragement, and very naturally 
they group themselves together for con­ 
sultation upon the wage question, and the 
progress and 
needs of their numbers. 
These groups are called “ Hoover Ululis,” 
and apjiear to lie simply mutual aid and 
co-operative organizations, without a sin­ 
gle element ol oderisiveness or political 
significance or impropriety in them. They 
exist under the same laws that guarantee 
to other citizens the right to secretly, or, 
in the open, to peaceably assemble and or­ 
ganize for legitimate confraternal labor 
or other purposes. 
The white South Carolinans aliotit Fair­ 
view jumped to the conclusion that there 
could 1h' no gathering of blacks that did 
not. IkxIo ill to the pale-faced. 
Accord­ 
ingly they organized a species of “ Ku 
Klux Klan," and sent a mounted party, 
which seized the Grand Secretary of the 
Ululas at his home, and greatly to his sur­ 
prise. and compelled him to give up his 
records, roli of membership, etc. They 
then cited the chief members to appear 
before the s -lf-constitutetl Court and sub­ 
m it to an inquisition of the most hum iliat­ 
ing character. 
At its conclusion they were 
told that the clubs must dissolve ; that, 
while nothing unlawful in the organiza­ 
tions hail la'cn discovered, the fear of the 
blacks in council was so great that the 
w hites could not jiermit it to continue. 
Appeal to the historv of the countrv 
*TTh - not rc-veal any conspiracy worth the 
mention against the white's among the 
slaves or ex-slaves of the South. 
There is 
nothing, indeed, in the annals of the South 
to warrant the belief that the whites at 
any time were even menaced by ixmspira- 
cies of the blacks. 
It is a remarkable fact 
that during a period of nearly two centu­ 
ries, when " the enslaved raee” might have 
conspired to massacre their “ masters,” 
they «lid not even make the attempt. Here 
and títere some spasmodic manifestations 
of rebellion against “ the galling chain” 
were m ade; but these never rose to the 
rank of conspiracy or uprising, nor did 
they even constitute an assault U|mn. the 
political liberties of the ¡South. 
1 he result of the war of the rebellion 
was to invest the black man at the ¡South 
with all the rights and privileges of Amer­ 
ican citizenship. This decree of the na­ 
tion, unalterably written into its system of 
laws, the Fairview mob of whites under­ 
take to say shall be reversed or ignored. 
It is not 1 ■ecause they really have any fear 
of the negroes in a physical sense. To 
charge that is to denominate them lack­ 
ing in ordinary manly attributes. 
The 
real reason for the outrageous bulldozing 
and shameful intimidation, is the fear that 
the black men may get from tinder the po­ 
litical thumb of the Southrons. Tliev fear 
that as the negro has advanced indus­ 
trially; as he has risen to the capacity to 
discuss his rights as a laborer, and to or­ 
ganize co-operative effort to better his do­ 
mestic condition, liis intelligence mav 
advance to the plane of independent po­ 
litical thinking.

ABOLISHING CHINATOWN. 


It has been jointed out in the R e c o b d - 
l xiox how we can rid ourselves of China­ 
town. 
It apjH-ars to lie a feasible plan, 
and at least might to have fair con­ 
sideration. 
The need is imperative that 
< hinatown be removed. 
The rear view of 
the quarter presents 
to the stranger 
;is he enters the city bv rail. 
It is a spec­ 


t a c l e of tumble-down rookeries, dilapidated 
sheds, tilth, slime, rubbish, propped-up 
houses and general offensiveness. 
To buy 
the property out of hand is not to Ire 
thought of, for the price would be uncon­ 
scionable. 
But there is a method of 
wiping out the quarter without enormous 
cost; indeed, the sum it would involve 
will be fully compensated for by the bene­ 
fits to accrue. 
. 
Under the fifth sulidivision of the sec­ 
ond section of Article 1 of the Charter, 
the Trustees have the ¡tower to repair, 
widen and improve streets, and under the 
tenth subdivision ¡tower to provide neces­ 
sary public buildings, parks or Squares, etc. 
The widening or improving of a street is 
done under the general State law, only 
when it is to be paid for by special assess­ 
ment upon the property adjacent. 
Under 
the Constitution the city mav make and 
enforce local, police, sanitary and other 
regulations not in conflict with general 
laws. 
Under the Political Code, Section 
4:172, the city may invoke the power of 
eminent domain and take private property 
for the purpose of “ laying out or altering 
streets or alleys.” 
Now let the city declare it to be neces­ 
sary for public health, for commerce, for 
public convenience, for the uses of the city, 
to locate and maintain a boulevard, park 
or open space between I and II streets, 
Third and Sixth streets. 
Let the proposi­ 
tion be submitted to the people to issue 
certificates of indebtedness or bonds in, 
say. the sum of $50,000, payable at the end 
of a long term, for the purpose of pur­ 
chasing said “open” or park. 
If the price 
cannot be agreed upon, let the ¡tower of 
condemnation be exercised, and a commis­ 
sion, under order of Court, will fix a fair 
and reasonable price. 
Declare I street to 
be widened from its north line, between 
Third and Sixth streets, to the width of 
100 additional feet northwardly. 
The sum suggested will pay for the 
property well, and for its clearance. ( >nce 
opened, the lots on the north of the “park” 
or boulevard, having a double frontage, 
would become greatly more valuable, and 
be speedily filled. 
The lots on the south 
of I street would become too valuable for 
occupancy by Chinese. 
The park or open 
would need only to be cleaned up and 
fenced—grassed, perkajts. 
It would be an 
excellent ¡«lace for 
a 
general 
public 
market, which all cities should 
haver 
and 
the 
improvement 
would 
cer­ 
tainly result in the ultimate filling of 
the ground. 
The locality would be the 
very best possible for a new city hall, 
when the ¡rcople determine to erect it, as 
they some time must. 
Even if the lots 
should not lie filled in at once, Chinatown 
removed, the waters of the slough could be 
made inoffensive. 
- 
The cost involved is not out of propor­ 
tion to the benefits to be derived ; indeed, 
since the credit of the city is so good that 
its evidences of indebtedness approach par 
in the market, it would he a wise invest­ 
ment to place the payment for the park 
upon the future, while the assumption of 
the interest would he but a trifle per an­ 
num compared to the inestimable benefits 
to accrue from blotting out the heart of 
Chinatown, and which is a daily and hourly 
injury to the city and all interests in it. 
The improvement once made, would, we 
doubt not, work the displacement in fair 
time of so much of Chinatown as would re­ 
main below Third street, since the prop­ 
erty would lie more valuable for other 
purposes, and the enforcement of proper 
sanitary regulations would render it unde­ 
sirable by its present tenancy. 


THE LIAR IN THE JURY BOX.” 


The Oakland Tribune in the course of a 
vigorous though rather heated article on 
“ The Liar in the J ury Box," says: 
The liar of the jure- box is not only out of 
reach of the law. hut of that social teeling 
which i-u n d er and behind the law. And the 
contem ptible cowardling forces his fellows to 
liear much of the ignominy. One bribed or soul- 
scarred juror can cause cross-eyed suspicion u> 
cost strabismic and evil eyes upon eleven others 
-m e n who respect the law, truth, and the 
sanctity of an oath. It is the miserable prosti­ 
tution of truth to expediency which is, more 
than auy other element, the cause of this con­ 
dition of things. It is the taking of the indi­ 
vidual idea of whal should be in preference to 
existing law : the setting of prejudice upon the 
thr. ue of fact. 
The 
weakness and venality 
of ju ­ 
rors 
has 
brought 
more odium 
upon 
the law than the weakness 
and 
ve­ 
nality 
of 
Courts. 
¡Society has made 
the weak, the venal, ami the stubl>orn juries 
what 
they are, and 
because 
it 
has 
done 
so, 
jurors 
not 
infrequently 
take the bit in their teeth and refuse to 
convict, when the law, the facts, aud the 
instruction of the Court command them 
under their oaths. 
Our contemporary exaggerate' 
in its 
florid phrasing, but there is beneath it a 
kernel of truth, for the virtuous sentiment 
of society has been over and again out­ 
raged by vicious and 'stupid verdicts, just 
as it has been outraged time and again by 
the wild passion and unreasoning savagery 
of the mob, every action of which tends to 
weaken tlie defenses of hitman rights. 
In 
cn-cs involving liquor-selling, the keeping 
of houses of iii-fame and proceedings for 


v oice of the d ram -shop a n d the State Uni­ 


v ersity is a dead le tte r and a byw ord.” In 
a w h ite b e a t o u r eo n ten q io rary ex claim s: 
The lie oi the witness, though thrice substan- 
t’atcd and backed by glittering sophistry, may 
be com batted with the hard and naked truth. 
Society has some defense, albeit frail, against 
the crushing of the club. 
But the perjure-of 
the jury-box- that is the insidious, crawling, 
cowardly enemy, which "stalkelh in darkness’ 
mid against which the com m unity is powerless 
and undefended. Here a lie is a lie in its last 
broglio of degradation. It is lieneath contempt. 
It is beneath the crim e w hich it defends. It 
passes hum an condem nation and takes hold 
upon hell. 
It has not even the negative merit 
and pyrotechnic audacity of the "lie direct," 
w ith which a w itness cloaks his own sin or 
covers another's disgrace. 
It hides behind 
num bers an d -lab s in the back. 
Invisible be­ 
neath the secret ballot, it sjiews out a poison 
vitiating at once the atm osphere of belief and 
the waters of reason. 
But the indignation of our eomem¡>o- 
rary should be directed against society. It 
makes the bad juror what lie is. 
It has so 
often applauded him in wrong-doing; so 
frequently acquiesced, with unconcealed 
satisfaction, in his willful disregard of the 
essentials of a true verdict, that it is prac­ 
tically estopped from refusing the distaste­ 
ful medicine the jury sometimes adminis­ 
ters. 
In avenging the ruthless invasion of 
the family circle men frequently take the 
law into their own hands, visiting judg­ 
ment and execution upon the offenders. 
The voice of society applauds, and the 
jury 
in oliedienee disgards its obliga­ 
tions to the Law. 
And this is the very 
beginning of lawlessness, the genaais of the 
rule of violence, the birth of defiance to the 
civilized methods by which society secures 
men in their rights. But when administra­ 
tors of the solemn trust thus encouraged 
to defy the law and bring it into contempt» 
pursue like arbitrary courses in eases 
where society demands the enforcement of 
legal penalties, and refuses to apply them, 
the social depths are stirred and vials of 
wrath oponed, such as our contemporary 
pours out upon liars in the jury box. 
The 
truth is, in the face of the law the otti-nd- 
ing jury is no more blameworthy in the 
one than ill the other ease. 
In both the 
lie is the same, and in each the jury-made 
law puts the law of the land underfoot. 
A t all times and under all conditions so­ 
ciety, the community, is responsible for 
“the liar in the jury-box.” 
lie is the le­ 
gitim ate product of a vitiated taste, pub­ 
lic disregard for the obligations of the 
oath, and the public teaching that meth­ 
ods other than those nominated by the 
written law of the land may be employed 
to redress wrongs or enforce rights. 
The 
“ liar in the jury-box” will remain there 
just as long as men in the social compact 
create the demand for him , and decline to 
apply the remedies for the ill that makes 
him ¡lossible. 
W hen the law,representing 
the deliberate voice of the people, is under 
all circumstances made the foremost con­ 
sideration ; when its observance is held to 
lie a sacred duty and the security for all 
rights, and its violation is regarded with 
abhorrence and as an assault upon the so­ 
cial fabric, no m atter how inconsequential, 
the verdicts of juries will approach exact 
justice, and the “ lia r” disappear from the 
jury-box and the mob from society. 


THE PRESIDENT AND H IS BLUNDERS. 


There never will lie any unanimous ver­ 
dict concerning the trouble aliout Pres­ 
ident Cleveland’s invitation to St. Louis 
and liis declination; opinions will remain 
divided concerning it. 
Had the citizens 
of St. Louis, who are arranging for the en­ 
tertainment of the G rand Army, not has­ 
tened to invite the President, probably 
there would have been no trouble. 
It was 
the effusiveness of the committee that 
brought it all about. 
The local posts of 
the Grand Army at St. Louis extended to 
the President an invitation to attend at 
that city on the occasion of the National 
Encampment of the Ixidy. 
This he in­ 
tended to accept. 
It was a blunder on his 
part that lie did not do so ix-fore replying 
to the St. Louis committee that called upon 
him. 
The Grand Army post- very prop­ 
erly invited the President of the L'nited 
States; his office, the chief representatve 
position in 
the republic, justified and 
suggested that such a courtesy should lie 
extended. 
W hile considering if lie could 
arrange lor a trip to the west so as to lie at 
St. Louis at the time indicated, the Pres­ 
ident delayed responding. 
In the mean­ 
time the St. Louis citizens’ Grand Army 
reception committee called upon him and 
was so pressing in the m atter of their in­ 
vitation for a reply, that he made the 
mistake of accepting then 
and there. 
Some part of the membership of the Grand 
Army, in the West especially, thereupon 
took 
offense. 
It 
was 
conceived 
by 
these members that the citizens' invita­ 
tion and its acceptance had political sig­ 
nificance; that it was in line with a scheme 
to make capital fur the .Democratic party. 
The blood once being up there was added 
the complaint of the vetoes of the special 
pension 
bills. 
Probably those Grand 
Army men, on cool deliberation, will 
regret the action taken by them. 
The ve­ 
toes were made in the exercise of a right 
by an official, and to introduce 
them 
in 
a 
m atter 
wholly 
foreign was, to 
ay the least, 
had 
taste. 
The spirit 
of General 
Sherman is of the right 
order. 
H e wrote 
that it makes 
no 
difference to him what the President’s 
idea of his duty may be ; lie will go to St. 
Louis, and march before or stand licside 
the Chief Magistrate, just as m aybe de­ 
sired, and pay him due respect and honor. 
He regret» that any of the Grand Army 
should have been led to protest against the 
visitation. 
But the President has written 
a letter of declination, and plainly states 
that it is induced by the antagonistic ex­ 
pressions referred to, and lie takes occasion 
to show his chagrin, to say th at he fee!' 
hurt, and to indulge in some bitter sar­ 
casm—as, yiat he is, for one tiling, led to 
decline that certain Grand Army Posts 
which declare they will not attend if he 
does, may not be prevented from keeping 
an engagement for which they have been 
so long preparing. 
And this letter is the 
second blunder of Mr. Cleveland. 
It was 
lieneath the dignity of his office to have 
indulged in the reflection his letter con­ 
tains. 
It would have lieen sufficient for 
him to have declined if lie felt that the 
right thing to do : to accept if he was 
b rate enough, or to say that he would not 
be the cause of ¡lossible contention. 
Any­ 
thing defensive from the President of the 
United States in this matter was unbecom­ 
ing. H is letter justifies the construction 
either that he fears, or that like a soured 
boy he is grumpishly mad. 
It will be con­ 
strued as a retreat parallel with that he 
made in the battle-flag trouble, though in 
fact that backward movement was the only 
wise step he took in the affair. It was a 
blunder on the part of Mr. Cleveland to 
intim ate that he would not goto St. Ijouis 
liecause of possible manifestation;» against 
him there. 
It ha» not at any rime ap- 
violation of ¡»oltce regulations, it is noto­ 
rious that jurors freq u en tly exercise the j peared that it wa* the intention of the 
solemn power intrusted to them to arbitra- Grand Army men to treat the President 


with disrespect if he attended at St. Louis. 
As Congressman Butterworth—a Union 
veteran—has well -aid, the time has not 
come when the President of the United 
States may not go anywhere within the 
Republic without 
being subjected 
to 
violence and insult, and so lar as his letter 
bears the interpretation that he would be 
offered personal indignity, he has gratuit­ 
ously insulted the ex-soldiers. 
We appre­ 
hend that Grand Army men everywhere 
will resent such im putation indignantly. 
If the President goes to St. Louis, or any­ 
where else where a G rand Army celebra­ 
tion is progressing, he will he treated by 
the soldiers with the respect due the high 
office he fills. 
Such of the Democratic 
press as has made this issue between the 
President and the 
veterans a text for 
abuse of the latter, have not aided the 
cause of their party. 
They have simply 
widened the breach between the Demo­ 
cracy' and the Grand Arniv. 
For instance, 
they cannot defend or excuse the charge 
made by some of the Democratic papers 
that the Grand Army of to-day is a very 
different body from that which saved 
the 
Union from disunion. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land has tnade mistakes enough already to 
down any aspirations he may have for a 
second term ; the foisting of a had railroad 
bill on the country, the attem pt to set up 
Interstate protection, and the triple row 
with the Grand Army over pensions, bat­ 
tle flags and the St. Louis review—these 
are enough of lead upon his heels to pull 
him out of the raee. 
H is party will keep 
him company in retiracy.

cates him. 
That is all there is in it. 
It 
is simply a question of discipline, and so 
far as the world of sinners is concerned, 
they will say that one who wears a uni­ 
form should obey or divest himself of it.

After the ora­ 
tion, “ We will raily round the flag, boys," 
was sung by the choir, and T. J. Crowly, of 
San Francisco, made a humorous speech. 
The literary exercises closed with the por»

S outh P acific C o ast H allw ay T ra n sfe r. 
In the Recorder's office of Alameda 
county yesterday afternoon the mortgage 
of the South Pacific Coast Railway Com­ 
pany to the Farm ers’ Loan ar.d Trust Com­ 
pany of New York, as mortgagee of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, was 
placed on the records. 
Documents of the 
same character will be filed in the county 
of Santa Clara. On the recording of this 
mortgage all right, title and interest in 
and to the projierty of the South Pacific 
Coast Railroad Company passes from Jas. 
G. Fair to Charles F. Crocker. I.eland 
Stanford and C. P. Huntington, the chief 
owners of the Southern Pacific Companv. 
The am ount paid for the railroad atid 
ferries was $5,500,009, which does not in­ 
clude real estate not directly used by the 
Sonth Pacific Coast Railroad nor the Oak­ 
land street railroads. The price paid for 
the property belonging to the railroad, 
yet directly nsed for railroad purposes, 
was. over $2,000,000. thus making the en­ 
tire suni paid Mr. Fair considerably in ex­ 
cess of $7,500,000. 
The Narrow-gauge Railroad and ferry 
system will be under the management of 
Charles F. Crocker. The mortgage was

S an F ra n c isc o , July 15th.—T h e taking of 
testimony was resumed before an examiner 
in th e United States Circuit Court, Sawyer 
Judge, a t 10 a. m. yesterday. 
F. T. Maguire was recalled, and Genera! 
Carey asked him if i» had ever been pres­ 
ent at the clean-ups of the Golden Bull, 
Angel or Lowell llill mines. He replied: 
“ No, sir; and I never mined on section 7.” 
Thomas Patterson, the next witness, said 
he was 03 years of age and had been en­ 
gaged in the business of mining since 1852. 
He commenced mining at Lowell Hill, 
thirty-four years ago. In 1853 he bought 
into mines on section 12, and commenced 
working in “ No. 1,” and continued oper­ 
ating that mine until 1802. Have resided 
in that locality ever since. 
Am not much 
acquainted with Steep Hollow creek. There 
was lots of mining done in that creek be­ 
low section 7. It was generally the belief 
of miners that there were no mines on sec­ 
tion 7. Those who tried to mine on that 
section would work a few days and then 
leave. This, of course, they would not 
have done had they been recompensed. 
The reputation of the place was that it 
would not pay. 
Witness said he was ac­ 
quainted with the Lowell H ill mine, and 
gave a little description of its workings 
¡>nor to 1864. He also knew the Mammoth 
Spring tunnel, and had on one occasion 
been employed as an underground sur­ 
veyor to locate the workings for air shaft 
purposes. The Mammoth Springs broke 
through 
and 
almost 
destroyed 
the 
tunnel, 
and 
he 
had 
not been 
in 
there since, 
lie described the deposit 
in that mine as being fine sandy gravel, 
and it is not reputed among miners to be 
gold-producing. 
A person can “get the 
color” in the gravel, but that is no indica­ 
tion that it is “pay dirt.” 
He was well ac­ 
quainted with the western portion of sec­ 
tion 7. Was well posted regarding the 
working of all the mines that have been re­ 
ferred to in this case, and the tunnels in 
the mines from Lowell south to Liberty 
Hill. The channel in which the iiaying 
gravel deposit was formed comes down 
from Remington Hill through Lowell Hill, 
and passes on to Liberty Hill, going en­ 
tirely to the west of section 7. In hisTipin- 
ion as a miner, and his knowledge of the 
topography of the country and the general 
surroundings of that locality, he did not 
believe there was a pay channel extending 
through section 7, or any part of it. W it­ 
ness was a civil engineer, and had often set 
up his level at Lowell H ill to see himself 
and to show others that the channel at 
Remington Hill was a part of that at Low­ 
ell. Here the two points are distant about 
one mile, having been cut through by 
Steep Hollow creek, which now is several 
hundred feet below. The grade of the bed­ 
rock, taking the average fall as indicated 
by the workings below, confirm all practi­ 
cal miners in the belief that it is one and 
the same channel. 
On cross-examination witness said in 
j early days mines were sometimes num ­ 
bered, and in this way the first mine, being 
a first location, was numbered “ No. 1.” 
This mine was located 
wested of (tie 
Shanghai, tunnel. He had but little knowl­ 
edge of mining done on Steep Hollow creek 
on section 7. The mining on Steep Hol­ 
low, above the forks, was not profitable, for 
no one stuck to it. Parties who mined 
there left in disgust, saying there was noth­ 
ing in it. Mined from 1853 to 1861 on 
Lowell H ill in No. 1. For a few years it 
paid very well, and as long as it could be 
hyJraulicked it was worked with profit. 
W itness gave an interesting history of the 
early mining in that section,'especially of 
the first three tunnels run into the gravel 
deposit, which were known as the “ Blue 
Lead,” the “ Gallynipper,” and the “ Ship­ 
mate.” H e also gave a description of the 
McGuire & Patterson ditch. In early davs 
miners were of the opinion that the entire 
section of country for miles around was 
mineral. 
Developments have proven to 
the contrary-, and section 7 is one of the 
¡daces which cannot be classed as mineral. 
Mr. Skehan, the prosecuting witness in this 
case, is the only one left there now. 
Mr. Patterson said that in 1864 he sur­ 
veyed a farm of 160 acres for John Daffy 
near the center of section 7. Duffy lost a 
leg in the mines, and thought he could 
earn a 
better 
livelihood 
at 
farming. 
This was before the Government surveys 
were made. Duffy cultivated a small por­ 
tion of his place, raising a crop of hay upon 
it for a couple or three seasons. The work­ 
ings of the Skehan mine are all on section 
12. The Planet mine’s workings are all on 
the sections south and west of 7, and it has 
been abandoned for several years. 
John Reagan was next sworn. 
He is 63 
years of age and resides at I,oweli Hill. 
W ent there in 1854, and bought into the 
Macev and Blue diggings on section 12. 
The Golden Bull Company ran their tun­ 
nel into section 7 to find a paying lead, but 
did not succeed. They quit running in that 
direction, which is proof positive that there 
was nothing in it. The Swamp Angel has 
been a good mine. All their workings are 
on section 12. The Sacramento & Bear 
River and the Planet mines, worked some 
years ago, have long since been abandoned. 
The Planet's workings are on 12. 
Witness 
never found good diggings in Steep Hollow 
creek, in section 7. 
A shaft was sunk near 
the center of 7 to prospect for gravel, 
but none was found. They found lots 
of lava and an abundance of water, 
but no gold-bearing gravel. 
The soil 
is good on nearly all portions of the sec 
tion. Grain and all the fruits can be suc­ 
cessfully grown here. W hen witness first 
saw the section it was thickly covered with 
a fine growth of timber. Witness said, in 
his opinion, no channel run through sec 
tion 7. It came down from Remington 
Hill, through Lowell Hill down to Liberty 
Hill and on to the Polar Star, at Dutch 
Flat. 
The next witness was James Green, a 
practical miner, GO years of age. H e had 
been engaged in mining in California since 
“ the days of ’49,” and had worked in the 
Galena lead mines for ten years prior to his 
coming to California. Most of the time 
since his arrival in this'State he residid at 
Remington Hill and in that neighborhood. 
His testimony was entirely corroborative of 
witnesses Uren, Hill, Patterson and others, 
that there is no njineral on section 7 ; that 
the channel passed to the west of the sec­ 
tion ; that the land is agricultural, not 
mineral. 
Michael Skehan, a eousin of the prose­ 
cuting witness, a practical miner. 15 years 
of age, was the next witness. 
lie had 
most thoroughly prospected section 7 ; had 
sunk shafts upon it, mined all around it, 
and was as positive as any man could be 
that it was not mineral. 
He also adhered 
to the story, which to him was a self-evi­ 
dent fact, that the channel runs to the west 
of 7. 
James rhilipps said he had been mining 
in that section more or less since 1858. 
There never was any mineral found in 
paying quantities on 7. 
He had worked 
on the Swamp Angel and other mines, and 
gave a description of the ancient washings 
dating back for 30 veats. Says he is fa­ 
miliar with the developments made by the 
various tnnnels in section 12, and from 
these development has always believed that 
the channel therein exposed came from 
Remington Hill, crossed the creek near the 
trail, and extended into the mines upon 
which these tunnels are extended, thence 
on to Lowell Hill. That in his opinion 
there is no channel extending into sec­ 
tion 7. 
On ufoss-examination he said that he al­ 
ways entertained the same opinion he does 
now as to whether or not a subterranean 
channel extended into section 7. That he 
does not think it wa3 the general opinion 
of miners residing in that vicinity, at any 
lime, tnat section 7 contained a subterra­ 
nean channel; never heard the question 
discussed, nor did be ever hear any person 
sav it did. His opinion, based on his fa­ 
miliarity with all mining that had been 
doDe in the vicinity, and bis own experi­ 
ence in mining there for past thirty years, 
is that section 7 does not contain either 
channels or surface minerals. Steep Hol­ 
low creek was mined out prior to 1862, 
though fugitive mining has bee» done 
along the creek in reworking tb* same 1 
dirt and gravel by Chinamen. The same 
Chinamen usually remained, but in a sh o rt1 
time would leave', and after awhile another 
Chiuaman would try it, find it would not 
pay. and he would leave. 
At 5 p*. x. adjourned to 10 a. m. ta -j 
morrow. 


THE HAWAIIAN DIFFICULTY. 


As R e la te d by a G e n tle m a n R e cen tly 
fro m th e Isla n d s . 
From the passengers from the Hawaiian 
¡ Islands who arrived by the last steamer, 
much of interest is given concerning the 
recent governmental difficulties there. One 
prominent gentleman, speaking of the 
atlair to a representative of the R ecord- 
U n io n , said : 
“ I shall not give you any opinion of 
my own concerning tlie Hawaiian troubles, 
for I was not at the Islands long enough to 
get at the true inwardness of them. I 
can only state what 1 heard concerning 
them while there. 
For some time a vol­ 
cano, so to speak, has been slumbering 
beneath the throne. 
W hat the causes of 
the discontent are 1 am not prepared to say. 
The probability is that there are many 
things leading up to the present condition 
of affairs. 
In all communities dissatisfac­ 
tion with the conduct of governmental af­ 
fairs arise among the people, and real or 
fancied wrongs are often greatly magnified, 
yet in this ca3e the agitation is being made 
by a class of people who are not likely to 
act upon fancied wrong, and it is probable 
that there are some reforms that are needed. 
There is really little ill-feeling against 
the King himself. Expressions were heard 
from all sides that the King would be a 
better sovereign if be wa3 free from the in­ 
fluence of Premier Gibson. 
The senti­ 
ment against Gibson is very bitter. 
He is 
reputed to be shrewd and unscrupulous, 
always looking out for a chance to turn an 
honest penny. 
Some years ago he was 
at Java. 
While there he 
instigated 
an 
insurrection 
against 
the 
Dutch, 
and 
cost 
the 
United 
States 
some 
trouble 
and 
considerable 
expense. 
I have been informed thatafter that he wasa 
pirate for some years ; that when he came 
to the Sandwich Islands he posed as a 
Mormon elder; that after making some 
converts he took up subscriptions among 
them and bought the island of Lanai with 
the money. The purpose was to form a 
Mormon colony. Gibson took the deed to 
the land in his own name, and is now the 
sole owner of that island. After this he 
fell from grace and forsook the faith. It 
is said that the King is somewhat vain ; 
that in his tour around the world six 
years ago he saw a great deal of the pomp 
of royalty; that, after returning home, he 
set about to introduce that which had 
¡deased him into his kingdom. Gibson, to 
leather his own nest, encouraged him in 
his visionary schemes. 
It is said that he 
tickled the vanity of the King by sugges­ 
ting that the latter could and would be­ 
come Emperor of the entire Polynesian 
group 
of islands. 
To carry out this 
idea, a gunboat was built which cost 
the 
Government 
over 
$100,000. 
It 
was 
equipped, and 
within 
the 
last 
year was sent to Samoa, where it still re- 
which broke the camel's hack, so far as the 
mains. This seems to have been the straw 
foreign residents were concerned. 
They 
own the greater portion of the property, 
and hence pay tne taxes to support such 
outlay. They thought the money could 
have been better spent in building roads 
and other internal improvements. 
“About eighteen months ago a reform 
league was organized, plans of procedure 
were perfected which culminated in the 
mass-meeting held in June. I attended it 
to learn what I could of the affairs of the 
Kingdom. For some time .prior to that 
meeting large quantities of arm s were im ­ 
ported by leading merchants of Honolulu. 
All persons who joined the league and 
took its oath of fealty were furnished 
with 
a 
Winchester 
rifle 
and 
with 
ammunition. 
In 
this 
m anner 
some 
2,000 persons, 
mostly foreigners, were 
armed and equipped. The Honolulu Rifles, 
an organization whose officers receive their 
commissions from the King, are in full 
sympathy with the League, aud when the 
time for action came they acted with 
it. The mass meeting was attended by 
some (3,000 people, and was very orderly. 
Speeches were made in the Hawaiian, Eng­ 
lish and Portuguese languages. The senti­ 
ments uttered were generally determined, 
but not violent. There was no intimation 
of any desire to overthrow the Government, 
or 
to 
establish 
a 
republic. 
Each 
speaker 
declared 
that 
the 
Hawaiian 
flag was the one under which he wished to 
live. They seemed to think that the King 
was possessed of too much power ; that at 
night he could withdraw the portfolios of 
all his ministers, kick them out of office, 
and 
have a 
new set fully installed 
before 
breakfast 
the 
next 
morning. 
That a Minister who dared to object to 
anything proposed by his Majesty roust 
step down and out at ooce. Herein lies 
the secret of Gibson's long service as a 
Minister—he never opposed 
the King. 
Resolutions were presented to the meeting, 
and passed unanimously, which exacted of 
the King non-interference on 
the part 
of 
his 
Majesty, 
either 
directly 
or 
indirectly, with \ the 
election 
of 
representatives; 
non-interference 
with 
legislation, by undue influence over the 
legislators ; an entirely new Cabinet, to be 
composed of persons to be selected from 
names of citizens therein mentioned ; a 
restitution of $71.000. which it was claimed 
had been received as an opium bribe. 
He 
was given twenty-four hours in which to 
return unequivocal answers. 
W ithin that 
time 
he 
acceded 
to 
all 
demands 
except the last one, the truth of which 
he did not admit, but agreed to lay that 
matter before the new Cabinet, and act ac­ 
cording to their decision. There seemed 
to be at this meeting a general feeling that 
his Majesty’s promise was not reliable, aud 
it was 
so expressed. Many rumors pre­ 
vailed 
during 
the 
next few 
days 
as 
to 
what 
the King 
would or 
would 
not 
do. 
In 
an 
interview 
with 
his 
Majesty, 
he 
informed me 
that he should keep Iris promises, and be­ 
lieved that everything would be well. 
He 
expressed a willingness to do whatever 
would be best for his subjects. As regards 
the new Constitution, no one could tell 
wliat that was to contain. 
He will sign it 
unless it should contain a real property 
qualification of voters. 
Such a provision 
would disfranchise nine-tenths 
of the 
Kanakas." 
Rep.—It has been said that the King will 
he.dethroned by the league, shonld he re­ 
fuse tosign the new Constitution. 
What 
do you think of it ? 
Answer—No, sir; he will not be de­ 
throned. 
Kalakaua is to-day either a King 
or a corpse. The members of Ihe League 
know too well that it would not do to de­ 
throne and imprison him ; that he would 
be replaced by foreign powers, and that 
then their day of retribution would come. 
Foreign powers do not want the islands, 
but they want that little kingdom in the 
sea preserved. It is central and is useful 
for a harbor and a coaling place. 
Rep.—But a prominent newspaper has 
stated that the King has already refused to 
sign the new Constitution. 
Ans.—That is incorrect. The last possi­ 
ble information thatcould be received from 
the Hawaiian Kingdom came by the steamer 
Australia, of which I was a passenger. His 
Majesty's Chamberlain came on board a few 
minutes before the gang-plank was pulled 
ashore, and, in a conversation with me, 
positively assured me that the King had 
not yet seen the C onstitution; that he 
understood that an hour previous it had 
been submitted 
to 
the 
foreign 
Min­ 
isters 
for 
their inspection. 
It would 
then 
go 
to 
the 
Chancellor of 
the 
kingdom, before being presented for the 
King's signature. The King is an artable. 
agreeable and intelligent gentlemen, and 
is especially attentive to foreigners who 
visit the islands. 
I should be exceedingly 
sorry to learn of any serious trouble, anil 
hope that the difficulty will be satisfacto­ 
rily adjusted.

States D istrict A ttorney Carey 
upon th e Subject.

A representative of the R ixord-Union 
yesterday called upon United 'States Dis­ 
trict Attorney John T. Carey at his office 
in San Francisco, and had the following 
interview, which will be read with interest 
by citizens throughout the Sacramento val­ 
ley. The conversation commenced by the 
reporter asking: "General Carey, have you 
brought any suits in the name of the 
United States to enjoin hydraulic m in­ 
ing ?" 
General Carey—I don't desire, owing to 
the present status of the question, to detail 
any facts in regard to this matter to the 
public at this j uucture. 
Reporter—ButfGeneral, the public lias a 
right to know what you ate doing in the 
premises. 
Gen. 0.—True enough. I am fulfilling 
my trust to the best of my judgm ent in 
reference to this matter, as in all other offi­ 
cial duties, and I am willing to abide the 
candid verdict of my people when a more 
opportune time oilers for them to know all 
of the facts. 
Rep.—The records of the United States 
Court, I find upon examination, show that 
you have not commenced any suits, and it 
is charged that you sympathize with the 
miners and will not do anything that 
would in any way be detrimental to their 
interests. 
Gen. C.—I am not the first official who 
has been charged with dereliction of duty, 
nor whose motives and sympathies have 
been misjudged, especially by those who 
wish to believe that way and to impress 
others with the same belief. Were my 
official duties in conflict with my private 
interests I shouid do one of two things, 
either perform that duty, or resign. My 
private interests are in full harmony with 
the Anti-Debris Associations'. 
All my 
property interests are in that district of 
country directly injured by the flow of 
slickens. My every private interest and 
motive conspires to influence my official 
acts to please the most enthusiastic anti­ 
debris citizen. I fear, however, m y official 
relations and duty to this question are not 
understood. 
Rep.—To what do you refer by the latter 
remark. 
Gen. C.—Well, first you must know that 
I am a subordinate officer, and in many 
things have no independence either of 
policy or action. Again, I am the repre­ 
sentative of the Department oí Justice 
only, which department, as such, is not 
charged with any duty in the premises 
only as required by the Department o 
War, which is specially clothed with a 
discretion rather than a duty to bring suits 
to satisfy itself that hydraulic mining, 
hurtful to the navigability of the Sacra­ 
mento, Feather and San Joaquin rivers, 
has ceased. 
Rep.—General, has not the W ar Depart­ 
ment already requested the Department of 
Justice to bring suits. 
Gen. C.—It has, without furnishing facts 
or details upon which to base a suit or 
suits ; or rather, with the request you speak 
of no facts were furnished. At this stage 
of the proceedings I assumed the duties of 
United States Attorney for this district. I 
at once, and several times since my in 
cumbency, have applied for data upon 
which to base suits. 
In February Captain 
I’avson placed before me a report made by- 
Mr. 
Bassett, duly 
appointed to that 
end, covering some mines operated on 
Bear river. Before receiving this report, 
and while the data was being gathered, I 
had matured a plan of action that in my 
judgm ent would have made ashort and de­ 
cisive contest, and have effectually stopped 
hydraulic mining hurtful to the naviga­ 
bility of the rivers mentioned. 
Having 
an abiding confidence in the plan, and 
every reason to believe it would be adopted 
by the honorable Secretary of War, I did 
not bring the suits on the Bassett report 
because it would have prejudiced my plans 
and possibly have deteated them .' How­ 
ever, I wrote my views and made certain 
requests through my own department to 
the honorable Secretary of War. This let­ 
ter was written on the 2lst day of Febru­ 
ary last. In that communication to the 
Secretary of the W ar Department I in­ 
cluded a history of the litigation pend­ 
ing in the State and Federal Courts, as 
far 
as 
I 
was 
able 
to ascertain it 
from Boards of Supervisors, anti-debris as­ 
sociations and prominent individuals in 
that movement. 
My purpose was to put 
the Secretary of War in full possession of 
the facts so that he might the better under­ 
stand and appreciate my suggestions as to 
the best course to be pursued. 
1 have, in 
order that I might have the benefit of the 
judgm ent of others, communicated the 
suggestions contained in the letter referred 
to. to certain discreet gentlemen, promi­ 
nent in the anti-debris movement, each of 
whom fully concurred with my views and 
expressed themselves as in the full belief 
that if they were adopted and carried out, 
it 
would’ effectually 
stop 
hydraulic 
mining hur'ful to the navigability of the 
rivers named. It is due to those gentle­ 
men to state, however, that they insisted 
upon immediate action. As the law officer 
ot the Government, while my interest 
might dictate otherwise, I do not consider 
it my privilege to use the name of the 
United States in suits to afford relief to 
private citizens for private injuries, and as 
I understand the' position taken by the 
heads of the departments of Government, 
it is not their purpose to eschew the cause 
of one interest as against another. But I 
do 
understand 
that 
the departments 
fully 
appreciate 
the 
duty devolving 
upon the Government to protect the nav­ 
igability of her rivers, and that hydraulic 
mining hurtful to navigation must cease. 
This duty has by Act of Congre-s been 
charged upon the Department of War. 
The Department of Justice must then upon 
its request briug such suits as it directs, 
upon information furni.-hed by it, or by 
such agencies as it may choose. I have re­ 
quested data o be furnished me. All that I 
have before me relates to a few unim portant 
mines upon Bear river, which is meager 
and insufficient upon which to base a suit. 
I advised the Department of W ar of this 
fact, and repeated my request (or more data 
several times. I further urged that I was 
being censured for inaction, and that some­ 
thing should be done. 
I am recently in 
receipt of advices and instructions from 
the Attorney-General “ totakesucbsteosas 
the facts already presented to me mav war­ 
rant, with the sanction and co-operaiion of 
the proper officer of the War Department, 
and to institute proceedings in such cases 
only as may be indicated for that purpose,” 
which I shall cheerfully do. 
Rep.—Then I aru to understand from 
this that you can only bring such suits as 
the War Department through its proper 
officer may direct ? 
Gen. C.—The instruction is incapable of 
any other construction and understanding 
the relations of the Departments, one to 
the other, and the duties and privileges of 
the Department of Justice, as I believe I 
do, no other position would be proper. 
The United States District Attorney can 
bring suits in the name of the United 
States only in such cases as authorized In­ 
direct provision of law, or upon request of 
those officers authorized by law to institute 
suits. Any other rule would be an absurd 
one and lead to many abuses. These are 
matters jurisdictional; unless they exist the 
Court in which suit might be instituted 
wouid dismiss it summarily. The De­ 
partment requesting suit to be brought 
must, as an incident, furnish the data upon 
which to base the suit. The Secretary of 
W ar is authorized to institute suits in this 
matter and is furnished the means where­ 
with to gather the necessary information. 
Rep.—Have you not been importuned 
to bring suits upon such data as you have 
by prominent citizens and declined to do it? 
Gen. C.—I must confess that I have. 
It has been thought by gentlemen promi­ 
nent in the anti-hydraulic movement that 
a suit brought in the name of the United 
States would have a terrifying effect uj>on 
hydraulic, miners, and that they would not 
dare resist the mandates of the Conrt is­ 
sued upon the petition of the United States. 
In this 1 have differed with them. It de­ 
pends entirely upon whether the Govern­ 
ment moves with a determination to stop 
hydraulic mining or mainly to satisfy the 
petitions of anti-hydraulic associations as 
to what eflect will follow. 
The United 
States is to seek her remedy in the same 
tribunals exactly that are now open to and 
nsed in many cases by private parties for 
relief. The mere fact that Uncle Sam I s a 
party plaintiff adds no additional force to 
the jurisdiction and power of the Courts, 
and no terror to writs issued at his petition 
not of equal dread issued at the suit of 
private parties. It is a notorious fact that 
notwithstanding the solemn injunctions 
of our Federal Courts, parties amenable to 
their jurisdiction are violating their writs. 


It is a fact that it 
is more trouble­ 
some to enforce 
the 
writs 
than 
to 
procure them. 
I 
could 
long 
since 
have 
commenced 
a 
suit ot 
perhaps 
several of them on Bear river, had I bean 
disposed to m trely pleaie my anti-hy- 
drauiic friend", and let,!he matter drop 
there. 
But I am disposed to enlist the 
energetic and determined support of the 
Government to carry out to a final termina­ 
tion this question, so far as the navigabil­ 
ity of the rivers is concerned, and am not 
in favor of am ere formal attention to this 
question. 1 am not in favor of temporizing 
with the question, in other words, and my 
whole effort thus far has been to avoid 
bringing, not only our Federal Courts, but 
the General Government, into contempt by 
tolerating violators of injunctions sued out 
on the petition of the latter. I can no bet­ 
ter express my views in reference to this 
matter than I did in my last communica­ 
tion to the Department .’ “ If the Govern­ 
ment interferes at all it does not want 
to do so in such a way- as to bring 
its civil forces into contempt. 
If the 
Government moves against this industry 
upon the grounds that Government engi­ 
neers pronounce it hurtful to navigation, it 
would not want to do so merely to recog­ 
nize the efforts of this anti-hvdraulic inter­ 
est in their struggle to stop hydraulic min­ 
ing, but with a lull determination to put a 
stop to it and to vindicate the mandate of 
its laws and the decrees of its Courts with 
its own sovereign powers, using every 
needful force to that end. W ith such a 
determination 
expressed in 
everything 
done in the premises hydraulic mining can 
be stopped, and our citizens would yield to 
the policy of the Government at once. But 
let it be understood that the Government 
is interfering merely upon the petitions of 
anti-hydraulic associations, and to satisfy 
their petitions one or two suits are institu­ 
ted, not only- the Federal Courts will be 
held in contempt, but the General Govern­ 
ment will share the same fate. 
But on the 
contrary, let it be understood that vigorous 
action 
will 
be 
taken 
and 
enforced 
at every extreme, based upon the prin­ 
ciple that the Government is charged 
witli the duty of maintaining the naviga­ 
bility of the navigable rivers of the nation 
inviolate, and the contest will be short and 
decisive.' 
The burthen of my concern has 
been to inspire the department with the 
impoitance of supplemental proceedings 
after procuring writs, in order to render 
effectual any suits that may be instituted. 
Rep.—Has the War Department desig­ 
nated any officer on this coast to co-oper­ 
ate with you.? 
Gen. C.—I am advised in my last letter 
from the Attorney-General that Captain 
Fayson will be instructed to confer and 
co-operate with me " as far as may be 
practicable” in whatever action I mav take 
in the premises. 
Rep.—Are your plans of action encour­ 
aged by the Department of War. 
Gen. C.—They, I trust and hope, will be 
fully adopted, but I shall not await action 
longer. 


T h e C asey C ase. 
At the opening of Court yTesterdav morn" 
ing Grove L. Johnson, counsel for defend­ 
ant, called the attention of the Court to a 
communication from Under Sheriff B. N. 
Bttgbey, published in the last issue of the 
R ei ord-L'nion, in which Mr. Bugbey de­ 
nied a statement of W. W. Connor, it wit­ 
ness in the case. Mr. Johnson moved that 
a citation issue to compel Mr. Bugbey to 
appear in Court and show cause why he 
should not he punished for contempt. 
Counsel stated that he would not have said 
anything if the article had been written 
by a reporter or editor of the paper, but he 
thought its publication by an officer of 
Court was reprehensible. The Court or­ 
dered the citation to issue, returnable at 
7:30 this evening. 
Evidence was then introduced by the 
prosecution in rebuttal, and about 3 p. m . 
the testimony was all in. The Court then, 
on motion of Mr. Johnson, rescinded the 
tine imposed upon Chief Dillman a few 
days ago for makiDg a hasty remark, and 
expressed surprise that so trilling a matter 
as the imposing of the tine should have 
been given so much publicity thiough the 
press. District Attorney Bruner then com­ 
menced the argument for the peop'e, and 
Mr. Johnson will follow this morning 
for the defense, C. T. Jones making the 
closing argument. It is probable that the 
case will get to the jury this evening. 


P o lice C o u rt. 
in the Police Court yesterday the cases 
of W at. Nadermann, accused of arson and 
burning insured property, were continued 
until the 19th, owing to the absence of 
Grove L. Johnson, his attorney, who is 
engaged in the Superior Court,’and also

The other day a party 
were so engaged, when he finally became 
tired of it. and gave them an astonisher as 
he cocked his cue on the starboard side of 
his head, and exclaimed, a la hoodlum, 
“ Oh, wat ar ver givin u s '”

T he E n cam p m ent—G uard M m uit—E lec­ 
tion s—T h e C adets—H ussars—Etc. 
Preparations 
for the encampment at 
Santa Cruz engross the spare time of the 
officers and men of the First Artillery, and 
we hear that it is the intention of many 
civilian friends of the regiment to avail 
themselves of the low rate and spend a 
week in i-anta Cruz in August. The fare 
for the round trip is $1 50; children from 
6 to 12 vear3 of age, half price, aud under 
6 free. The Cadets go at half price also— 
$2 25 the round trip—tents, baggage, etc., 
to go free. The special train will leave 
here August 13th, at 9 o'clock in the even­ 
ing, or thereabouts, arriving in Santa Cruz 
at 5 a . m ., in time for breakfast, and as 
there will be no work to do, except mount 
guard, that morning, the Chap’lain will 
probably hold divine service in camp.

L ore A b o u t L o v e K n o ts, W e d d in g R in g s 
a n d M a rria g e C u sto m s. 
Almost a$ ancient as the marriage ring is 
the custom of bride's favors at weddings. 
These seem to have originated with the 
Normans and Danes. A knot among the 
northern natives was the symbol of plighted 
faith and friendship. Hence the inter­ 
change of true knots between lover and 
mistrfss pointed to the indissoluble nature 
of their vow - of mutual alfection and duty. 
The Scots, from their eariv intercourse 
with the Danes aud Norwegians, were the 
lirst of the British tribes to adopt the cus­ 
tom. The name true love knot is not de­ 
rived, as a casual glance would indicate, 
from the English words “true” and “love,” 
but from the Danish verb “trulofa,” which 
lueans “ I plight my troth.” 
In the first 
chapter of the Icelandic gospel of St. Mat­ 
thew we read : “ Tileinrar Meyar er truU f ad 
car einum Mannc”—i.e., “ To a virgin who 
was espoused (or plighted) to a man.” 
Gay, in one of his pastorals called “ Spell,” 
thus describes a rustic method of knittiug 
the true love k n o t; 
As L ub b erk in once slept b en eath a tree 
I tw itched his d an g lin g g arter from his knee. 
He w ist not w h en th e hem pen string I drew ; 
Now m ine I qu ick ly doff ol iu k le blue. 
T ogether fast I tie th e garters tw ain. 
A nd w hile I k n it th e k n o t iep eat th is stra in : 
“ Ih re e tim es a tru e love’s knot 1 tie secure : 
Firm be th e k n o t; firm m ay his love en d u re.'' 
From the peasantry the knotted ribbon 
asan emblem of conjugal fidelity crept up 
into aristocratic mage, and at marriages of 
persons of distinction knots of ribbons were 
distributed to all the gue3ts, and were worn 
in France on the arm, in England 011 the 
hat. Ozell in a note to his translation of 
“ Mission’s Travels in England” (p. ;>50) 
says: “ The favor was a large knot of rib­ 
bands of several colors, gold, silver, carna­ 
tion and white. This is worn upon the hat 
for BOiue weeks.” On the same page his 
author says: “ Fortunately in France they 
gave livrees de noces, which was a knot of 
ribbands, to be worn by the guests upon 
their arras ; but this is practis'd now only 
among peasants. 
In England it is still 
done among the greatest noblemen. These 
ribbands they call favors, and give them 
not only to those that are at the wedding, 
but to 500 people besides.” 
In a curious old book entitled “ The Fif­ 
teen Comforts of Marriage" a conference of 
bridesmaids lets us into the notions held 
by our ancestors with regard to the sym­ 
bolism of colors. They will not, they say, 
decorate the bridal couch with yellow rib­ 
bons, as that color is the emblem of jeal­ 
ousy ; nor with fenille mort, as that signi­ 
fies fading luve; but with true blue, signi­ 
fying constancy, and green, denotingyouth 
—so that the combination would represent 
youthful constancy. 
One lady proposed 
blue and black, to indicate constancy till 
death ; objected to on account of the ill 
matching of those colors. 
Violet was pro­ 
posed as emblematical of religion; objected 
to as too grave. At last they concluded to 
mingle a gold tissue with grass-green, 
which la ter 
signifies youthful jollity. 
For the bride's favors, top-knots and gar­ 
ters. The bride herself proposed blue, gold 
color, popinjay green and lemon color. Her 
assistants objected, that gold color signified 
avarice and popinjay green wantonncss. 
Then the young bride proposed to mingle 
flame color, flesh color, willow aud milk- 
white, 
But this combination was rejected, 
as flesh color was liable to the objectiona­ 
ble interpolation of lasciviousness, and 
willow meant forsaken. Further discus­ 
sion revealed the fact that red was the em­ 
blem of justice and sea-green of inconsist­ 
ency. Finally the milliner fixed the col­ 
ors as follows : For the favors, blue, red, 
peach color and orange taw ny; for the 
young ladies' top-knots, flame color, straw- 
color (signifying plenty), peach color, grass- 
green and milk-white, and for the garters 
a perfect yellow, signifying honor and joy. 
The use of bridemaids at weddings is'a 
custom as old as the time of the Anglo- 
Saxons, among whom, as Strutt informs us 
in his work on “ Manners and Customs 
“ The bride was led by a matron who was 
called the bride's woman, followed by a 
company of young maidens, who were 
called the bridemaids.” Subsequently it 
was the office of the maids (o conduct 
the bridegroom to 
church, while the 
groomsmen led the bride thither. Thus, 
in an old book entitled “ The History of 
John Newcombe, the Wealthy Clothier of 
Newberry,” the author, describing 
the 
marriage of his hero, says: “ After her 
came the ebicfest maidens of the country, 
some bearing bride cakes and some gar­ 
lands made of wheat finely gilded, and so 
passed to the church. 
She was led to 
church between two sweet boys, with 
bridelaces and rosemary tied about their 
silken sleeves; the one was Sir Thomas 
I’arry, the other Sir Francis Hungerford.” 
The provincial poem of the “ Collier's 
Wedding,” cited by Brand in his " Popular 
Antiquities,” bears testimony to the same 
effect: 


Tw o lusty lads, w ell drest a n d strong, 
Stepped ou t to lead th e bride aloDg ;

A nd tw o young m aids o f equal size 
As soon th e bridegroom 's h an d s surprise. 
Similarly we read in Brooke’s “ Eng­ 
land’s Helicon :” 


F orth, h o n o u r'd gToome ; behold, not far be­ 
hind, 
Y our w illing bride, led by tw o strengthlesse 
boys. 
The groomsmen were anciently called 
bride-knights. Those who led the bride to 
church were always bachelors, but those 
who conducted her home were married 
men. Polydore Vergil, who wrote in the 
time of Henry VIII., informs us that in 
coming home from church the bride was 
preceded by a third married man bearing, 
instead of a torch, a vessel of silver or gold. 
This was doubtless what was known as the 
bride-cup. In the marriage oí John New­ 
combe (heretofore cited) the writer, de­ 
scribing 
the 
bridal 
procession, 
says : 
“ There was a fair bride-cup of silver-gilt 
carried before her, wherein was a goodly 
branch of rosemary, gilded very fair and 
hung about with silken ribbands’of all col­ 
ours.” 
The difference in the offices of ancient 
and of modern groomsmen finds another 
illustration in Beaumont and Fletcher’s 
“ Scornful Lady 
“ Were these two arms 
encompassed with the hands of bachelors 
to lead me to the church.”— Home Jou rn al. 


M o o rish M e d ic in e . 
Progress in the treatment of disease is 
not everywhere the modern order, the 
Moors, whose medical practice is a singular 
mixture of a little real skill with an aston­ 
ishing amount of ignorant superstition, 
seeming to be actually g ing backward* 
Says a recent writer: “ The Moorish ‘medi­ 
cine m an’—we can hardly call him doct r 
—certainly displays some skill in couching 
for cataract. 
He has also an original 
method of curing irritation of the eyes due 
to the presence of foreign bodies. With 
much skill lie passes his tongue over the 
open eye of the patient, and thus, without 
irritating, removes the saud, grit, etc. For 
cupping, the Moor also makes good use of 
his mouth. 
A cow's horn ts placed over 
the part, and from a hole at the point of 
the horn the operator sucks out the blood, 
etc. But the Moor who ventures on such 
treatment will, with eqnal confidence, pre­ 
scribe gold dust, or the scrapings from the 
horn of a rhinoceros, as an einnienagogue, 
and will give an idle man ants to eat, or 
suggest that a coward should try and pro­ 
cure for his meal a little lion’s flesh.” The 
tumes of burning animal bodies are snp 
posed to exert a strengthening influence 
An eth-dual use is made of cauterization : 
and an excellent sviup for coughs and 
colds is prepared by boiling figs, dates and 
raisins. 
Fractures’are dressed with splint­ 
ers and tow soaked in honey. Disease is 
attributed to evil spirits, and noises and a 
display of weapons are expected to frighten 
them way. False teeth and other Euro­ 
pean innovations are resented as an inter­ 
ference with divine will.

MYSTERIOUS LEGACY. 


My grandfather was a sea Captain—not a 
m ere claim ant of the title, like th e water­ 
m en of the lakes and the coast skippers 
w ho never get out of land, and who, if 
they got there, could never get back—but a 
genuine " old salt,” trained from boyhood 
tinker a tarpaulin hat, and as fam iliar with 
the “ paths of th e sea” as a shepherd is 
w ith those of a sheep-w alk. Spending his 
life on extensive voyages, he was seldom at 
hom e long enough at a tim e for the salt 
spray to dry on his w eather-beaten cheeks ; 
and there was hardly a port on the h a b ita­ 
ble globe in w hich he could not shake 
hands w ith an old acquaintance, civilized 
or savage. 
Of course his history was crowded with 
curious incidents. 
Siost of these, w ith 
which m y childish ear tingled and m y eyes 
dilated, have become so faded in m em ory 
as to be incapable of a tolerable narration. 
T he following, however, m ade a m ore last­ 
ing im pression : 
During the calm betw een the old French 
w ar and the Am erican Revolution a large 
ship was lying at a w liart in the tow n of 
New Y ork, loaded w ith a valuable cargo 
and ready to sail for Liverpool, and thence 
to w hatever p art of the globe the chances 
of comm erce w ould dictate. 
T his was m y grandfather's ship, only 
w ailing for her papers and a fair wind. 
The papers were soon ready, and shortly 
after them cam e a breeze. Presently every­ 
thing on board w a s in active m otion—the 
casting off and coiling o f ropes, the u nfurl­ 
ing of canvas a n d th e running np of sailor 
boys along the ratlines like spiders on their 
webs, w hile the sharp, im perative orders of 
the m ate and the hearty ‘ ye-hoy-ye” of 
the cheerful crew echoed over the rippling 
waters of the harbor, w hich looked in the 
rays of the setting sun as if it was covered 
w ith a (T eam of liquid gold. 
Ju st before the last plank was hauled in 
a stranger stepped hurriedly on board and 
inquired for the Captain's stateroom . 
Be­ 
ing conducted th ith er he entered, and, w ith 
a siieht bow, accosted the C aptain, who sat 
w riting at his desk. 
“ You are for Liverpool, I believe, sir?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
" I am in poor health and intending to 
spend the w inter in Italy, wish to get pass­ 
age in th e tirst ship th at sails for Europe. 
AVill you take a passenger?” 
" Yea, sir, if m y accom m odations will 
suit you.” 
■' Ño m atter about the accomm odations. 
Captain. I am an old sailor, and know how 
to accom m odate m yself. 
Besides, the trim 
o f your ship attracts m y eye.” 
The allusion to his ill health attracted 
m y grandfather’s scrutiny, and th e intro­ 
duction of him self as an old sailor touched 
his heart. 
On noticing him m ore particu­ 
larly he was struck w ith an nndeiinable 
feeling of curiosity and sym pathy at his 
appearance. 
Tall, straight and rath er slen­ 
der, he was dressed in fine black broad­ 
cloth, with a sort of Spanish cloak of the 
sam e color and quality. 
A two-edged 
sw ord, com m on on shipboard at th at tim e, 
and im properly called a cutlass, was partly 
covered by bis cloak, and h ung by his side 
w ithout a sheath. 
H is hair was quite 
srray, and his m anly features would have 
been handsom e had they not been so em a­ 
ciated as to give unpleasant prom inence to 
a h alf dozen deep scars on his face. 
H is 
eyes were blue and full of expression, but 
restless at times, show ing a sudden abstrac­ 
tion. T he looseness of one of his black 
gloves gave evidence th at h e had lost a 
linger or two from his left hand. 
These 
obs<-F»tions were m ade by the Captain 
while the stranger was looking at a beauti­ 
ful sextant on the table. 
T u rn in ' as if 
startled at his forgetfulness, he resum ed : 
“ Sam e th e price. Captain, and I will 
pay it now.' 
My grandfather had already fixed the 
price in his m ind and rep lied : 
“ Y ou are a sailor, sir, and sick. T he ac­ 
com m odations of m y ship, as well as m y 
own services, are at your free com m and.” 
T he language of a sailor’s heart cannot 
be m isunderstood and knows no interpre­ 
ter, and the stranger knew th at rem on­ 
strance would be ungenerous on his part. 
He m ade no reply, but eagerly extended 
his hand, and m y grandfather, as he shook 
it. thought he saw a tear in the stranger's 
eye. 
B ut noble hearts are im patient of ex­ 
hibitions of gratitude, and he quickly 
ad d ed : 
" I am ready to sail, sir. Is your baggage 
on board ?" 
" T his is all m y baggage, sir,” he replied, 
(■bowing him a sm all black satchel under 
his cloak. 
Leading him to a stateroom the Captain 
left him 3ii(! went on deck and found the 
ship already under wav, the sails filled with 
a stiti breeze, the w harves, warehouses and 
spectators fast grow inc sm all in the dis­ 
tance. 
At length, as darkness shut in the 
view, the wind increased to a gale, and 
from a gale to a tem pest, and for ten days 
and nights th e noble ship which had 
plowed the seas of every latitude, from 
Spitzbergen to New Zealand, underw ent 
such a conflict w ith the elem ents as she 
had never before encountered. 
D uring all 
this tim e the stranger had be<n confined 
below with an apparently rapid consum p­ 
tion, which rough w eather had swiftly m a­ 
tured. 
D uring the storm the. duties of the 
Captain were so urgent that he could only 
m ake snatches and hasty visits to the sick 
m an : and. although they could have been 
spared from their quarter, he could have 
hoped for little a (l and sym pathy from any 
of the crew, who, with tke easy tendency 
to the superstition peculiar to their class, 
bud associated his presence with the perils 
of the ship. 
It would have required but slight en­ 
couragem ent front their official to induce 
them to pay him the sam e com plim ent that 
th e sailors of Joppa paid to Jo n ah on a 
sim ilar occasion, wnen “ T he sea wrought 
and was tem pestuous." 
But on the tenth night, just as the 
Captain was ready to answ er a sum m ons 
to visit the sick m an's berth, the storm 
ceased w ith a suddenness that was start­ 
ling ; the w ind was entirely lulled, and no 
evidence of its fury rem ained except the 
long sw elling billows o f the sea—the deep 
aftersighs of its m ighty pission. 
T he sudden stilling of the tem pest and 
the m ournful creaking of the spars now au ­ 
dible for the tirst ti’ne for m any days, 
forced a shade o f m elancholy over my 
grandfather’s spirit es he has'tened down 
the gangway at the call of the stranger. 
As he seated him self beside the berth the 
sick m an fixed his brilliant eyes upon him 
and said calm ly : 
“ Captain, I am dying.”’ 
“ I hope not, m y dear sir: this dreadful 
gnle has w eakest d you. 
It is all over now, 
and you wili soon be better." 
" Ño. C aptain," he repeated, " 1 am dy­ 
in g : 
The tem pest, I know , is over: so’is 
th at other tem pest in m y breast! 
This 
ship ha» long be°n tossed and beaten about 
by ih e fury of the waves, but it has been 
sunohine and calm com pared with th at 
tem pest, C aptain! 
B ut it is all over now, 
for I have forgiven him —he has long been 
in the grave—but I have forgiven him !” 
My grandfather thought he was deliri­ 
ous: but a second look at the deep intelli­ 
gence of his eye and the sm iling calm ness 
of his features, forbade the conclusion. H e 
gazed at him a m om ent with m ingled com ­ 
passion and curiosity, anxious to learn 
som ething of a history the closing scene of 
w hich was so dark and m ysterious, but 
unw illing to ask it. H is look was inter­ 
preted, and th e stranger co n tin u ed : 
“ I told you I was a sailor. O f thirty-five 
years I have not spent one upon the land. 
B ut this was c# t m y choice. 
Like a ship. 
Captain, ray support were knocked from 
under me. and I was launched upon the 
ocean. 
My father was an English m er­ 
chant in Cadiz, exclusively engaged in nav­ 
igation. 
H e lavishly provided for m y edu­ 
cation. 
H aving traversed th e halis of sci­ 
ence I left Oxford and returned to Spain at 
the age o f Ü0. T his firs' year o f m y freedom 
from school I spent i. \ram bling over the 
m ountains pf that enchanted country. 
In

yoang shepherdess—and loved her. 
“ I will not describe her charm s. Captaia, 
for you have been young, atid a hear: that

; nas loved needs not to be told th at to the 
eye of true affection its object has no de­ 
fect. 
“ My father learned m y secret—but I 
knew it not. 
I baa a life-long secret after­ 
ward which he never learned. 
H e came 
to me one m orning, sm iled and said : 
“ ‘My son, do you w ant to go to Cuba?’ 
“ 1 eagerly answered in the affirm ative; 
for it had been a cherished but hitherto 
orbidden passion w ith m e to travel. 
“ ‘One of m y vessels sails to-m orrow ,1 he 
said, ‘and yoti m ay go.’ 
“ T his short interval allowed m e no tim e 
to bid farewell to m y shepherdess, who 
was lifty m iles distant, nor even to inform 
her of m y departure, but I said a lo u d : 
■ I'll soon be back,’ and m any other conso­ 
lations 1 whispered to m y heart the next 
day while bounding ovar the A tlantic. 
“ The ship arrived in good tim e at H av­ 
ana, discharged h er cargo, reloaded and 
sailed for—Calcutta ! 
I was a prisoner on 
m y father’s ship, and for five long years I 
was kept from hom e—as if all the waters of 
the ocean could wash out m y love. 
" I escaped at length from thep riso n - 
ship while lying at liio and took passage 
in a French bark for the G uadalaquiver. 
No circum navigation of the globe was ever 
so long as that voyage. 
I strained m y eyes

father,’ said I, ‘ shall never know of his 
v i c t o r y 1 did not go to see him : it 
was wicked, I know, but, burning w ith the 
spirit of revenge. I turned again to the sea 
and never saw him more. 
1 am faint, Cap­ 
tain, and cannot prolong m v task. 
In six 
m onths I was m aster of a fast-sailing ves­ 
sel—you have seen th at vessel, Captain, but 
never in port, and I have often seen you, 
and knew your nam e tw enty years ago. 
B ut no m atter about that. 
My father con­ 
tinued to freight his ships and send them 
to different pat Is of the world—but he 
never knew that I superintended a large 
part of his business, and that m any of his 
cargoes found a sale in ports to w hich they 
hud never been consigned. 
H is agents 
som etim es failed to report. 
“ I have said enough, Captain. 
Before 
to-m oriow 's sun sets I shall be in the cav­ 
erns of the deep. 
B ut I have forgiven him 
and do not com plain. 
I have a 
for­ 
tune in the B ank of E ngland, but w ith it is 
deposited a will, and the orphan son of Ina 
is m y heir. 
You have been kind to me, 
Captain, and in token of my gratitude I beg 
you to accept m y w atch and cutlass and 
this paper, w hich you will carefully pre­ 
serve.” 
So saying, he held out a folded 
scrap of paper, w hich m y grandfather put 
into his pocket. 
M orning dawned, but the stranger's eyes 
did not open upon it—they were closed 
forever. 
In the afternoon the "B urial 
Service at Sea,” th at m ost solem n of sea 
scenes, was perform ed, and the shrouded 
body of the pirate, w ith a gentle plunge, 
broke the glassy surface of the ocean and 
sank sw iftly to the m ysterious depths. 
It was m any hours afterw ard th at m y

the roots of which Mr. Rogers spied several 
Spanish dollars, fpon this he went to digging 
lustily, and did not give up till he had hauled 
out coins, chiefly Spanisli doubloons, of more 
than S’J3,iXiO value. No doubt it was buried by 
Captáin Kidd or some oí his pirate kin. 
“ No doubt,” thought m y grandfather, as 
he p ut dow n the paper w ith a slight nerv­ 
ousness.

Com m on Myths* 
Ignorant folk, wonder-mongers, and even 
scieutific observers,have dissem inated m any 
erroneous and exaggerated notions which 
are not readily eradicated.

John 
M urdock has recently show n that the E ski­ 
m os do not, as text-books of physiology 
affirm, doze through their long w inter 
night, keeping up their bodily heat by 
enorm ous meals of raw blubber and larnp- 
oil. but that their w inter life is active, their 
food m ostly cooked, and their consum ption 
of oil not excessive. 
A still widely-ac­ 
cepted belief is th at the hair-snake is a 
wonderful transform ation 
of a 
horse’s 
hair when kept in water, though these odd 
creatures (know n to science as Gordius 
aquaticus), really grow from eg^s, and in 
early stages inhabit the bodies of insects. 
A very old idea, w ithout foundation in 
fact, is that crocodiles shed m ournful tears; 
while stories of toads im prisoned In sóiid 
rock are num erous, an.i supported by 
m uch evidence, but have probably resalted 
from imperfect observation. 
Accounts of 
the germ ination of grain from the m um m y 
pits of Egypt have arisen from deception 
practiced by the Arabs in placing fresh 
seeds with the belongings of the m um m ies. 
Though now know n tobe incorrect, the in ­ 
ference th at the m oon influences the 
w eather is a very natural one to untrained 
observers, and is far less absurd than a 
thousand vagaries that gain credence, such 
as, the dropping of live reptiles from the 
clouds, th e ejection of live snakes and other 
creatures from the hum an stom ach, the lo­ 
calization of water by a forked stick, the 
extinguishm ent of tire by sunshine, etc, 
'■ '

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A vtsi u, H f.at.—In the anim als endowed 
w ith the most perfect respiratory organs, 
the bodily heat rem ains uniform through 
all changes of tem perature of the surround­ 
ing m edium . 
Respiration is m ore active 
in birds than in any other class of animal», 
and their tem perature is uniform ly higher 
than at:y other, ranging from 106° to 112° 
Fahrenheit. In the m am m alia it is from its0 
to 105®, varyine for adult m an, in different 
individuals, from !>8° to 100°. 
D uring fe­ 
vers it is severe 1 degrees higher, reaching 
106° or 107° in scarlet and typhus fevers; 
while in other form s of disease it falls a 
little below the norm al, descending to 06° 
in a rem arkable case not long ag# reported. 
In health it is about a degree and a h alf 
lower during sleep than when awake, and 
is some degrees higher in the very young 
than in the very old. 
In reptiles.’fishes 
and all so-called cold-blooded anim als, the 
tem peratur» of the body is very little above 
that o f the surrounding air or water, rising 
or falliog w ith the external changes.

According to the report of the Perpetual 
Secretary, the num ber of persons subjected 
at the institute to the Pasteur treatm ent 
during the fourteen m onths from the end 
of October, 1885, to the end of December, 
1S86. was, in all, 2,682. 
Of this num ber 2,1G4 had been bitten by 
anim als know n for certain to have been 
mad at the tim e of biting, and the rem ain­ 
ing 518 by anim als suspected to have been 
m ad. 
O f the 2,164 bitten by anim als u n ­ 
doubtedly m ad, and treated according to 
Pasteurs’ m ethod, 29 persons died, repre­ 
senting a proportionate Inorfality of 1.34 
per cent. Of the 517 bitten by anim als 
presum ed to be m ad aud subjected to Pas­ 
teur's treatm ent, only two died—i. e. 0.38 
per cent. 
Now, the statistics of rabies before the 
discovery and application of the Pasteur 
m ethod give the proportion of m ortality 
from th at disease am ong the persons af­ 
fected by it as at lowest 16 per cent. 
If, 
then, the 2,164 persons in the state des­ 
cribed had not been treated by the Pasteur 
m ethod the cases of m ortality am ong them , 
according to the determ ination of tne sta­ 
tistics, would have been not 29 but :»46. 
T hat is to say, of the 2,164 persons, 317 owe 
their present existence to Pasteur's m ethod. 
Looking next, exclusively to the m ost 
dangerous cases, we find th at there were 
48 persons bitten by m ad wolves, 1FG per­ 
sons bitten on the head or face by anim als 
know n to be m ad, and 28 bitten by anim als 
presum ed to be m ad. 
Of the 4S in ques­ 
tion 7 died—i. e., a m ortality of 14 per 
cent. 
T he m ortality in sim ilar cases before the 
Pasteur m ethod is ascertained to have been 
60 to 80 per cent. 
Moreover three of the 
forty-eight persons had actually broken out 
in rabies before the application ofthe treat­ 
m ent, and their deaths m ay therefore be 
left out of account, thus reducing the m or­ 
tality of this class under the Pasteur treat­ 
m ent to 8 per cent., as against 60 per cent, 
to 80 per cent, w ithout the Pasteur treat­ 
m ent. 
Of the 186 above specified, the 
num ber of persons who died was nine, or 
4 83 per cent., as against 88 per cent, w ith­ 
out the Pasteur treatm ent. T hat is, out of 
the 186, 163 w ould have died but for the 
Pasteur treatm ent, w hereas w ith the Pas­ 
teur treatm ent only nine died. 
Lastly, of th e tw enty-eight above speci­ 
fied only one died—i. e. a m ortality of 3 57 
per cent. 
A ll that does not, however, ex­ 
haust th e statem ent of the Pasteur benefit. 
F or som e m onths past M. Pasteur has m od­ 
ified his m ethod, and in the m ost serious 
cases has applied, not sim ple, but intens­ 
ive treatm ent, as he term s it. 
And, w hen 
as out of the 136 specially serious cases in 
w hich the sim ple treatm ent was applied 
nine died, in fifty specially serious cases in 
w hich intensive treatm ent was applied no 
m ortality w hatever occurred. 
Dr. Y ulpian, the Secretary of the In sti­ 
tute, ¡3, therefore, fully justified in his con­ 
clusion th a t Pasteur’s preventive for rab­ 
ies is one of the happiest discoveries ever 
made, either from a scientific or hutuan- 
tarian point of view.—London Times.

A ll A bout L obsters. 
Lobsters were know n to the old Rom an 
gourm ands by the nam e of Lociistx, under 
which appellation they d o u b ;le s3 tasted as 
sweet as does our m odern /lomarus Ameri- 
eanus. T here is bu t one species in our wa­ 
ters. 
It is found on the A tlantic coast 
from New Y ork northw ard, being chiefly 
taken on the rocky shores of New England 
north of Cape Cod ; and Benton is the great 
lobster m art. 
T he crustaceans m igrate 
shorew ard from the deep wafers early in 
the spring, 
scatter over their feeding- 
gronnds, and raid the clam s, m ussels and 
other m ollusks. They rem ain all sum m er, 
during w hich tim e the lobster fishermen 
gather a harvest. T he lobster-boats are a 
species of sm all lugger, with one large sail 
and one sm all one. 
Each carries half-a- 
dozen or m ore traps. These traps are ob­ 
long structures, tlat-bottom ed and with 
curved open roofs of oaken wands. 
At 
each end of ¡lie trap is a piece of netting, 
with a round hole in the center. The trap, 
baited w ith dead m enhaden or “ moss- 
bunker," is sunk to th e bottom , its position 
being m arked by a red-w hite and-blue- 
buoy on the surface. The lobster enters by 
the fatal netting-door, and is a free crusta­ 
cean no lo n g er; for, w hile it is easy enough 
for him to get in. his extended claws effect­ 
ually prevent egress. 
As soon as the trap 
is supposed to be well tenanted, the bold 
fisherm an pulls it up. 
T he task of taking 
out the catch is fraught with danger, for the 
lobster is vicious and his claws are form i­ 
dable. T he fisherman wears a loose woolen 
glove or m itten o n o n e hand, which he 
thrusts through a little door in the top of 
the trap, seizing the lobsters and taking 
them out one by one. 
Each lobster, if his 
length be at all doubtful, is laid upon a 
m easuring-board, ten and one-half inches 
long. T his is the legal m easurem ent, and 
a ll falling short of it m ust b e throw n over­ 
board again. Those which pass m uster are 
disarm ed by plugging their claws shut with 
a wooden peg. 
In this condition they are 
packed in a floating car or cask, with 
plenty of holes in it, and sent alive to Bos­ 
ton. 
Lobsters caught further away, how ­ 
ever, say 100 m iles or m ore up the coast, 
are at once taken ashore to some tum ble­ 
down sned and plunged intoboiiing water, 
causing their coat of dark olive-green to 
change to th at bright scarlet which de­ 
lights our eyes on the m a rk e t-3 ta n d or 
the table w here we dine.

The creditor m ust collect from 
the real debtor. 
Iu other words, the rights 
of m an and wife are m ade exactly identi­ 
cal. 
W hatever right th e m an possesses 
under the m arriage relation, the sam e right 
is possessed by the wife w ithout modifica­ 
tion or abridgem ent. According to the law 
of O hio to-day, husband and wife are cot 
one person, but two separate and distinct 
individuals as far as their independd.t 
right to acquire and dispose of personal, 
real and m ixed property is concerned. 
li 
she calls her next door'neighbor an an ti­ 
quated parallelogram and no better than 
the hypothenuse of a right angle triangle, 
her unfortunate husband is not bound to 
go into the Court and be m ulcted in >10.000, 
m ore or less, for slander. Som e of the m ost 
com plicated and vexatious litigation w hich 
has ever lum bered up th e dockets of the 
O hio Courts, enriched law yers and im pov­ 
erished widows and orphans, w ill be pre­ 
vented and hereafter rendered im possible 
by this law. 


How It in D on e, ag D escrib ed b y C. C. 
W eliuan iu the Ju ly C osm opolitan. 
Before play commences, w hich it does at 
11 or 12 o'clock, according to the season, 
solem n processions m ay be seen on their 
way to the Salon. 
First come two attend­ 
ants in livery, carrying between them a 
m oney chest, and close behind m arch the 
croupiers who are to begin w ork and of 
whom there are seven to each table. 
Four 
of these sit facing each other on either side 
of the roulette board in the center, and one 
at each end. The seventh, the chef-de-partic, 
as he is called, perches him self on a high 
stool close behind one of the pairs of crou­ 
piers at the center, keeps a look out all 
around, and is appealed to in case of any 
dispute. 
“ Je domine" are the words in 
which he expresses his position. 
Kach of th e croupiers, the ehef-de-jmrlie 
excepted, is arm ed w ith a long-handled 
rake, which, as it has so m uch to do, is 
strengthened at the foot by ap late of brass. 
T he bank-notes are placed in boxes, the j 
m oney counted out, and th e louis and five-1 
franc pieces arranged in long rows standing ¡ 
on their edges, so that they look like gold 
and silver snakes. 
Each of the four crou- . 
piers at the center lias snakes of both col­ 
ors to look after. Those at the ends of the 
tables have nothing to do with raking in or 
paying out the m oney lost or won : their 
business is to put stakes on; or rake w in­ 
nings ofl, for those who, unable to secure 
seats at the table, are crowding around o ut­ 
side; to get change for them as required 
and to keep order. 
A nd now it is tim e to begin ; the rakes of 
the croupiers facing-each other at the cen­ 
ter are laid across the table head to head, 
their long, thin handles appearing beyond 
the elbows of the m en about to wield them 
with so m uch skill. 
The croupiers at the 
top and bottom lay their instrum ents close 
in front of them at right angles to the 
length of the table, which is long enough to 
accom m odate aboui tw enty players b. side 
the croupiers, and eight shorter rakes un­ 
shod w ith brass ate placed ready for the 
use of players. 
All is now prepared for the 
attack, the garrison is perfectly drilled and 
disciplined, and am ply supplied with the 
sinews of war. 
Table and m en together 
form one m achine, a m achine th at plays 
w ithout com m itting a m istake, never m ade 
reckless by disaster, never rendered fool­ 
ish by success. 
Open the doors then, and let all who will 
approach and do battle. 
Daily the chal­ 
lenge is accepted, the chairs are seized at 
once, the forces are ready to renew the as­ 
sault. M any of the players produce pocket- 
books or sheets of paper ruled in every con­ 
ceivable way—these are the believers in 
system s or m artingales.

P resid en t G arfield's F lou n ces. 
In som e autobiographical notes furnished 
by President Garfield to E dm und Ivirke as 
m aterial for a life, Mr. Garfield said : 
By 1847 I was out of debt for college ex­ 
penses and even w ith the world. A t the 
tim e o f m y m arriage—Novem ber 11.1858— 
I h ad accum ulated about twelve hundred 
dollars—the result of my salary and lect­ 
uring before som e literary associations. 
W e lived very econom ically and frugally,

—I was w orth w hen I went into the arm y, 
in Ju ly , 1861, about three thousand dollars, 
A fter about a year'3 service in th e arm y 
1 returned hom e deadly sick, and, when 
sufficiently recovered, w enton to W ashing­ 
ton to serve on the Fi'.z John Porter court- 
m artial. On m y return hom e I was assign­ 
ed to Rosecrans, w lio.then com m anded the 
arm y of the C um berland. 
I was at hom e 
only one day and tw o nights, but during 
** * tim e I bought the house at H iram , for 
thai 


F in e £|>«rt to K in g s and Q ueens, but 
Urntai to A m ericana. 
T he am phitheater is an im m ense place, 
round like the R om an Colosseum, and the 
ring is surrounded by “ terraced granite,” 
and crowded w ith galleries. Six bulls were 
doomed to die for our entertainm ent, but I 
only out-stayed the taking off of three of 
them . 
It was the last grand bull-light of 
the .season, and the audience was a brilliant 
one. 
T he young K ing and t¿ueen looked 
down from their box of state; old Isabella 
was there w ith her daughters ; and adja­ 
cent boxes were occupied by lords and la­ 
dies of high degree. 
T he first bull was very m eek. 
H is sole

fain have said : “ H ow can you? l a m a 
w ell-intentiontd bull, and I deserve noth 
ing of (his sort.” One was divided between 
disgust at his w ant of spirit and indigna­ 
tion that a creature so harinlessand kindly 
should be foredoomed to death. lie waked 
up slightly when the banderilleros came in 
w ith their darts and th eir gay clo ak s: but 
all through, one felt that he was being 
butchered 
to m ake a Spanish holiday, 
w ithout at all taking his own nart, and 
even the m atador, whose office it was to 
give him his death w ound, perform ed his 
task a little scornfully, as if it were hardly 
worth the tronble. 
T he second bull w asa different fellow al­ 
together. 
A sa ■. ouns A m erican on my left 
expressed it, he'w as " all there.” H e had a 
sullen, determ ined, desperate nature, 
lie 
gored two horses to death, literally in an 
instant, ju st uplifting them and running 
them through with his m>ghty horns. 
He 
m ade sudden plunges at the banderilleros, 
and lie pushed the great m atador him self 
to the end of his resources; but at last he 
lay there dead, and the team of m ules 
dragged him out of the arena. 
He was as 
black as an undertaker's horse : and he had 
been solemn and indignant and scornfully 
defiant all the way through. 
T he third bull was a little red one, as 
fiery and aggressive» creature as can possi­ 
bly be im agined. H e did not chance to 
hurt the horses, but he made swift plunges 
at the cloaked banderilleros, which it look 
all their skill to escape, and once he even 
leaped the barrier, and caused a precious 
consternation am ong the audience for a 
m o m en ,. T his brilliant creature m ade hot 
work for the banderilleros, and held even 
the m atador for a long tim e at bay, but at 
last he gam ely d ie d ; the black m ules 
dragged him away as they had done his 
brothers before him . 
By this tim e I thought I knew enough 
about bull-lights, and 1 left the K ing and 
Oueen and their court to behold the other 
three combats w ithout me, and went away 
to walk on the prado and reflect. My sym ­ 
pathies were all with the bulls. They were 
the only creatures who had no least show 
of fair play. They alone were doom ed with 
absolute certainty from the start. Even the 
horses m ight escape; and at worst their 
torture was but for a m om ent. T he men 
were only in ju st enough danger to m ake 
the thing exciting, and there were ninety- 
nine chances out of a hundred that they 
would escape scathless: but the bull, let 
him bear him self never so bravely, was to 
be m ade an end oi.—-Louise C. Maúllan in 
Jvli/ Cosmopolitan.

pay for m y ow n horse and uniform , though ■ 
we have som e few allowances. 
I had, oft 
course, to live like a gentlem an and to sup- j 
port m y family, but neither m y wife nor 1 I 
spent m oney needlessly. 
I served in the arm y up to the 5th of De- ' 
cember, 1863, resigned one day», and took 
m y seat in Congress the next. 
I had not 
even tim e, com ing direct from the field as 
1 did w ith dispatches, to get a suit of civil­ 
ian ’s clothes. 
I delivered m y dispatches j 
to Lincoln and H al leek from Rosecrans, I 
went over the ground w ith them , and then ! 
took m y seat in the House. 
I stayed in 
W ashington alone the first winter, leav­ 
ing m y 
wife 
and 
our 
little 
H arry ! 
at H iram . 
W hen I got hom e from that 
session, and we were sitting together in 
our little parlor, m y wife slipped into tuv 
hand a little m em orandum ihat she hail 
m ade. 
In it she figured out that we had 
been m arried four years and three quarters, 
and lived together only tw enty weeks.—

Chicago, July 13th.—A suit for $800 000 
was began in the United States Court this 
morning by the Swan Land and Cattle 
Company, limited, of Edinburgh, through 
their solicitors. Messrs. Swift A Campbell, 
against Alex. H. Swan and Thos. Swan, of 
Cheyenne : Charles E. Anthony, of I’eoria- 
Charles A. Wilson, of Chattsworth, 111.’ 
and a number of persons of Chicago. 
In 
1882 the Swan it Frank Live Stock Com­ 
pany, the National Cattle Company, and. 
the Swan, frank it Anthonv Cattle Com­ 
pany, composed of the parties above re­ 
ferred to, were grazing cattle over their 
ranges in Wyoming. These Corporations 
joined with Joseph Wilson, of Edinbnreh 
and sold cut for $2.553,823 to the Swan 
Land and Cattle Company, which Wilson 
had worked up among Scottish capitalists 
among them being Lord Dongias Gor­ 
don and Colin J. McKenzie. The com­ 
plaint alleges that the purchasers relied 
upon the false representations of Alexan­ 
der H . Swan upon untried inventories of 
the cattle, and upon reports ot one Thomas 
Lawson, an agent in the pay of the selling 
companies. Complainants say that instead 
of 89,107 head of cattle, as reported there 
were no more than 00,000, and that in 
many other respects were the inventories 
which were shown them untrue. In making 
the sale, the complainants sav. Swan rep­ 
resented that the number of calvi- from 
the herd would equal 22,820, while, in fact 
they were only I.G00. Complainants ask 
$300.000. which they say would only about 
cover the loss sustained. 
The suit brought to-dav is the sequel to 
the failure of the firm of gwan Bros., of 
Cheyenne, a few weeks ago. It was then 
announced that lire Swan Land and Cattle 
Company would W no way be affected, but 


it is known that immediately after Swan 
Bros.’ failure some of the Scotch Directors 
of the Cattle Company hurried to this 
country, and it is supposed that the suit 
brought to-day is the result of their investi­ 
gation.

The first overland consign­ 
ment will go direct to Santa Barbara from 
Scranton, 1’a. 
'Above Santa Barbara," said Mr. Doutv, 
the country is full of surveyors. They 
are marking out a route up the coast to 
Templeton. Just how the line will go we 
do nut know yet. It is not known whether 
it will go east or west of the little narrow- 
gauge line below San Luis Obispo. That 
line is built cn a broad-gauge bed, but so 
are all narrow-gauge lines, because the cost 
of such construction is very little more.” 
In tbe Capay valley, above Madison, 
Y olo county, graders are at work on the ex­ 
tension that is to run into Lake county, 
eventually. ’’ Clear Lake is the settled 
terminns," said Mr. Douty. “ and the road 
is sure to get there os fast as we can build 
it. 
Y ou can safely put it down that anv 
district that is really in need of a railroad 
line will get one as sure as anything can 
be ” . 
Surveyors are busy in El Dorado county 
on the long-talked-of extension from Shin­ 
gle Springs to Placerville. They are also 
at work in Napa and Sonoma counties lo­ 
cating the route that will connect Santa 
Rosa with Napa Junction. Then Santa 
Rosa will have a competing line with the 
San Francisco and North Pacific Coast. 
Passengers may then goto Santa Rosa by 
way of the Oakland ferry and Vallejo 
Junction. W ith the addition of the sur­ 
vey in progress on the line between Tracy 
and Huron, on the west side of the San , 
Joaquin, the above is a complete enum er­ 
ation of all tbe projected Jines of the Ira- 
prorem ent Company that 8»é being pushed 
at present.—tS. F. Uulktiit.
